(5)  Development  of  II  FFCRCEV  base  camp  continues  satisfactorily. 

Status  of  significant  projects  as  of  31  July  1968  follows t 

(a)  HV'NCO  Club  -  basic  building  complete. 

(b)  Officers  Club  -  basic  building  complete. 

(c)  Chip  el  Annex  -  95  |*rcent  cosplete. 

(d)  Repair  of  perimeter  defensive  positions  is  continuous. 

(6)  II  FFORCSV  Reg  385*1,  was  updated  9  July  1968,  and  a  II  FFORCEV 
Safety  Council  was  established. 

(7)  Provost  Marshal: 

(a)  On  16  May  1968  a  program  wee  initiated  to  identify  and  neutralise 
possible  enemy  agent  infiltration  of  the  II  FFCRCEV  installation.  U.  S. 
Military  Police,  VN  National  Policemen  and  Policewomen  with  agents  from 
the  Military  Intelligence  Detachment  made  a  thorough  check  of  all  local 
employees  entering  the  installation.  National  Police  checked  Vietnamese 
documentation  for  authenticity  and  against  a  "black-list"  of  know  and 
suspected  enemy  sywathisers  furnished  by  the  Military  Intelligence  Detach¬ 
ment. 

(b)  U.  S.  Military  Police  checked  U.  S.  documentation  and  MI  agents 
interviewed  personnel  whose  documents  revealed  irregularities.  All  per¬ 
sonnel  and  vehicles  were  searched  for  contraband.  Additional  military 
policemen  wore  used  to  control  personnel  awaiting  processing  and  to  search 
the  waiting  area  after  the  operation. 

(c)  Fourteen  employees  had  names  identical  to  those  appearing  on 

the  "black-list".  Further  investlgstion  by  VN  National  Police  and  Military 
Intelligence  personnel  subsequently  cleared  these  individuals  as  suspects 
as  they  had  very  common  names  likely  to  appear  on  any  large  list  of  Vletns- 
msss  names.  No  other  irregularities  were  discovered. 

(d)  Operations  of  this  nature  are  essential  to  ensure  maximum  security 
of  installations  employing  indigenous  personnel  and  to  reduoe  even  low  grade 
intelligence  capabilities  of  VC  agents.  Utilisation  of  VN  National  PoUot 

Is  imperative  to  proteet  the  rights  of  local  National  civilians.  The  "black¬ 
list"  provided  by  Military  Intelligence  should  bo  up-dated  on  s  regular  basis 
so  that  a  continuing  check  of  Vietnamese  documentation  can  be  mads  by  proces¬ 
sing  personnel.

(1)  Intelligence  aspects  of  tactical  operations  conducted  in  the  II 
FPORCEV  Tactical  Area  of  Interest  (TAOI)  are  discussed  in  the  Operational 
Report  -  Lsesons  learned  submitted  b y  units  under  operational  qontrol  of 
this  headquarters. 

(2)  Intelligence  Collection!  Significant  in  the  utilisation  of  in¬ 
telligence  resources  by  II  FPORCEV  mss  the  authorization  by  MACV,  on  15 
May  I960  to  establish  a  decentralised  intelligence  collection  effort.  As 
a  result  of  this  action,  II  FPORCEV  now  tasks  directly  US  military  intel¬ 
ligence  agencies  and  advisory  elements  located  in  the  II  FPORCEV  TAOI. 

This  new  procedure  has  reduced  duplication  of  effort  in  collection  activl- 
tioe  and  has  materially  assisted  in  filling  intelligence  gape.  The  de¬ 
centralised  collection  management  system  makes  it  possible  to  integrate 

all  intelligence  assete  within  the  III  CTZ  into  a  unified  collection  effort. 
Recent  responses  show  that  under  this  concept  the  time  for  passing  raw 
information  from  collector  to  user  le  greatly  reduced. 

(a)  The  utilisation  of  human  resources  in  fulfillment  of  II  FPORCEV 
Intelligence  requirements  have  substantially  increased.  Human  resources 
have  proved  reliable  in  answering  high  priority  requests  for  Intelligence 
and  in  furnishing  early  warning  cor  coming  impending  enemy  attacks.  To 
further  manage  'be  resources  available  to  II  FPORCEV,  Specific  Intelli¬ 
gence  Requirements  (SICR)  are  now  being  published  to  fill  gape  in  current 
intelligence  Holdings.  SlOt  may  be  requested  by  any  element  of  this  head¬ 
quarters  to  fill  a  void  in  information.  In  addition  to  individual  SICR 

a  II  FPORCEV  Collection  Registry  was  published.  The  regietry  lists  all 
intelligence  requirements  of  II  FFORCEV  and  the  unit(e)  responsible  for 
the  necessary  collection  action. 

(b)  During  the  past  quarter  the  attack  on  the  Viet  Cong  Infrastructure 
(VCI)  under  the  PHOENIX  Program  has  oontinued,  however,  not  et  the  rate 
desired  or  necessary.  Probably  the  major  gain  was  the  increase  in  efficiency 
of  reporting  and  record  processing  of  VCI  eliminated.  At  present  it  is 
believed  that  almost  all  the  VCI  eliminated  are  being  reported.  II  FFORCKV 
directed  all  US  element!  to  support  actively  the  PHOENIX  Program  and  to 
establish  liaison  end  furnish  reports  to  provinoe  PHOENIX  coordinator*. 
District  Intelligence  and  Operations  Coordinating  Centers  (DIOCC)  have  been 
ablo  to  expend  their  operations  ones  again  into  the  rural  areas  as  the  Viet 
Cong  threat  to  the  urban  oltiee  has  diminished  in  moat  of  the  provinces. 

At  present  the  main  obstacle  facing  the  PHCEXIX  Program  is  to  gain  the  full 
•Wort  of  QVK  In  execution  of  the  program.  In  many  areas  of  XU  CTZ,  if 
the  PHOENIX  advisor  were  withdraw  the  program  would  oollapee. 

(e)  The  exploitation  of  prisoners  of  war  has  made  even  greater  laprove- 
■ant  during  this  quarter  than  during  the  past.  Tins  for  submission  of  tho 
preliminary  interrogation  report  wee  again  reduced  by  nearly  one  third. 
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Reflecting  this  no  re  timely  acquisition  of  information,  tactical  re¬ 
sponses  based  upon  prisoner  of  war  exploitation  mor*  than  doubled. 
Coordination  and  exchange  of  information  between  II  FFORCEV  and  ITT 
Corps  continues  to  be  mutually  beneficial. 

(d)  02  Airi 

At  the  beginning  of  this  roporti.ig  period,  aerial  roconiial stance 
and  surveilJance  were  concentrated  in  and  around  the  Capital  Military 
District  (CMI>),  and  the  Long  Binh/Bien  Hoa  complex  with  enfhaais  placed 
ipon  land  and  r waterway  avenues  of  approach  into  the  0,11.  n  an  increased 
effort  due  to  the  ioainence  of  the  enemy  Second  General  <•  Tensive. 
Simultaneously,  SLAR  reconnaissance  and  visual  reconnais  mce  (VR)  wwre 
continued  along  the  coastal  and  Cambodian  border  periphery  of  tho  ill 
CTZ  with  concentrated  coverage  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Parrot 's  Beak  and 
and  the  Fish  Hook.  When  enemy  elements  failed  t.c  attain  ttolr  objectives 
in  tho  Saigon  area  and  withdrew  to  intermediate  b»<v*  ca.tpr  and  areas  for 
resupply  and  to  receive  replacement  personnel,  tht  icria.t  reconnaissance 
and  surveillance  effort  wan  shifted  accordingly  to  locate  tho  enemy  and 
hit  positions  und  detect  activity  on  his  LOT*  while  continuing  an  intensi- 
fied  program  within  tho  CiU  to  locate  locket,  launching  petitions.  As  the 
enemy  stringently  av«*\d  a  contact,  comnencinr  during  tlw  mtcdle  of  the 
reporting  period  a:naj  reconnaissance  was  ••ri.**nd.*d  for  .  *  rage  cf  cen¬ 
tral  Long  Khanh  Province,  fay  kinh  Province,  ;in-i  the  j.ortnem  areas  of 
Binh  Long  and  rhuoc  Long  Provinces  with  aortas  is  on  tho  infiltration 
routes  oxtending  from  the  Fish  Hook,  the  Tri-Border  area,  the  Phuoc  long 
"Saddle",  and  the  Hu  ilia  Hap  ana.  At  the  <  nd  of  thii*  period,  maximum 
aerial  reconnaissance  who  targeted  upon  the  ITT  CTZ  area  north  of  LTL  13 
and  QL  14  from  Toy  Ninh  to  the  west  of  the  I i  u,2/UI  CTZ  boundary  line 
in  the  east.  Accomplishment  of  the  above  involved  iu*  urc  of  all  avail¬ 
able  organic  aircraft  and  the  assets  provided  by  thr  Louth  Tactical  Re¬ 
connaissance  Wing  (TRW)  of  the  7th  US  Air  Force.  One  hurlrvd  percent  of 
the  preplanned  objectives  within  the  III  CTZ  to  he  accomplished  by  the 
organic  73d  Surveillance  Airplane  Company  (SAC)  (Mohawk)  of  II  FFCRC6V, 
as  deal&iated  in  tha  Monthly  MACV  Atrial  Reconnaissance  Plans,  wts  attained. 
The  preplanned  objectives  within  the  III  CTZ  increased  frnro  approximately 
M  at  ths  beginning  of  the  period  to  87.5*  by  the  end  of  the  period.  The 
annual  southwest  monsoon  was  a  deterrent  to  opera*  ions  of  ths  A6oth  TRW. 
Conditions  of  extrema  cloud  cover  caused  a  slight  increase  of  mission  can¬ 
cellations,  instances  of  target  coverage  with  tho  Ca&mra  position  being 
different  from  that  requested  in  order  to  awvt  the  requesting  unit's  OKI* 
(Date  Mo  Longer  of  Value)  but  not  having  the  particular  type  of  aircraft 
available  at  the  time,  end  several  instances  where  the  target  area  could 
net  he  photographed  at  all  prior  to  the  DNLV.  SLAR  Hohawk  aircraft  of 
the  73d  SAC  continued  joint  interdiction  operations,  targeted  primarily 
against  enemy  tampan  traffic,  with  Firefly  teeam  of  the  334th  Armed  Heli- 
oopter  Coqpeny  throughout  the  period.  SLAR  Mohawk  aircraft  of  tho  Aortal 
Surveillance  and  Threat  Acquisition  (ASTA)  Platoon  of  the  lot  Xnfwtry 
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Division  eoanenced  limited  joint  operations  with  Firefly  teams  within 
the  let  Infantry  DivioLon'e  TAQR  during  the  latter  part  of  the  period. 

The  annual  southwest  monsoon  was  also  a  deterrent  to  these  operations  as 
heavy  rains  and  dense  ground  fog  caused  Firefly  teams  to  cancel  missions 
or  their  being  diverted  to  other  areas  of  operations. 

2  In  a  move  to  facilitate  the  handling  of  requests  for  tactieal  air 
reconnaissance  missions  aid  to  expedite  their  accomplishment,  II  FFORiJEV 
was  authorised  by  the  Tactical  Air  Support  Element  (TASE),  MACV,  to  com¬ 
mence  calling  in  all  mission  requests,  regardless  of  priority,  in  lieu 
of  a  previous  zvquiremsnt  to  forward  Priority  III  aid  IV  requests  by 
electrically  transmitted  messages.  This  hae  pi-oved  to  be  a  tins  and  work 
saving  arrangement,  and  it  has  provided  assurance  of  TASE  receiving  all 
mission  requests.  Another  beneficial  arrangement  established  during  the 
period  was  II  FFCflCEV  being  able  to  provide  TASE  with  nominations  for 
three  daytima  photo  missions  and  one  Infrared  (RED  HAZE)  minion  every 
24  hour  period.  A  RED  HAZE  mission  nomination  called  In  prior  to  1400 
hours  would  be  attempted  during  the  same  night  by  the  460th  TRW  and  day- 
time  photo  mission  nominations  called  in  during  the  night  prior  to  the 
day  requested  would  also  be  attempted.  This  hae  expedited  the  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  Priority  III  and  IV  missions.  Effective  15  .Turn  1968,  II  FFORCSV 
and  OPCOti  unite  cooaeneed  to  use  a  standard  Air  Reconnaissance  Request 
Log  (US Aft V  Fore;  456).  Consisted  monthly  logs,  e.g.  15  June  -  15  July, 
are  being  retained  by  the  units  for  one  month  and  then  forwarded  to  Head¬ 
quarters,  USaRV  for  the  purpose  of  providing  reconnaissance  records  to 
serve  as  a  basiu  for  a  USAKV  review  of  the  Joint  tactical  air  reconnais¬ 
sance  system  which  supports  USAKV  units  with  the  objective  of  pinpointing 
causes  of  daisy  and  to  shorten  the  time  from  request  to  delivery  of  hard 
copy  photography. 

2  SLAR  reconnaissance  at  the  beginning  of  the  period  was  heavily 
concentrated  around  the  CKD  an*,  in  the  southwestern  area  (Long  An  and  Hau 
NgHl*  Provinces)  of  the  III  Cl.  .  Adjusting  with  the  tactical  situation, 
this  was  deployed  to  obtain  additional  coverage  along  the  Cambodian  border 
in  Viet- Cong  War  Zone  and  in  northern  Binh  long  and  i  huoc  Long  Pre- 
vino-,  and  along  the  XL  CTZ  boundary  lino.  Coverage  in  tha 

ooruern,  northeastern,  and  eastern  areas  of  III  CTZ  produced  noticeably 
fewer  results  than  rooonnaissanca  conducted  in  the  southwest,  in  all 
probability  die  to  tho  heavy  jungle  canopy  and  hilly  terrain  in  the  no -then* 
and  a  as  tern  areas.  The  results  of  SLAR  Mohawk  aircraft  and  Firefly  teams 
la  joint  interdiction  operations  during  this  quarter  v^re  426  eon-pons  de¬ 
stroyed.  Some  of  the  sampans  were  stationary  and  detected  visually  as 
targets  of  opportunity  by  the  Firefly  team  while  searching  assigned  areas, 
and  the  others  were  moving  oamptne  detected  cy  SUM  and  relayed  inflight 
ae  moving  target  indicatore  to  the  Firefly  teams.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
period,  one  to  two  Firefly  teems  were  made  available  U>  operate  with  SLAB 
fehewk*.  (hiring  July,  the  nweber  ef  available  Firefly  teaam  was  increased 
to  four  per  night,  (hiring  May  and  toe,  the  majority  of  enemy  s—yni  were 
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deetroyed  ft  the  southwes'  ere*  of  the  III  CTZ.  With  the  increase  of 
firefly  towns  in  July,  jo  a-/  *norations  were  deployed  along  ths  Saigon 
River  between  Saigon  and  Dau  /long,  along  the  Dong  Nal  River  fron  the  Dong 
Mai  River  to  the  Dong  Nal  Sensitive  Area  and  extending  into  Long  Khanh 
Province,  ana  between  the  Parrot**  Beak  and  Tay  Nlnh  City,  Ae  a  result, 
■any  of  the  sampans  were  destroyed  on  end  along  the  Saigon  River  between 
Phu  Cuong  and  Dau  Tieng  during  July*  Additional  sampans  were  detected 
and  destroyed  on  waterways  in  the  vicinity  of  Highway  1  between  the  Cam¬ 
bodian  border  and  Go  Dau  Ha  in  late  July. 

4  The  73d  SAC  and  the  ASTA  Platoon  of  the  1st  Infantry  Division  con¬ 
ducted  RU)  HAZE  surveillance  of  pre-planned  objective  areas  throughout 
ths  1X1  CTZ  in  accord  u.ce  with  ths  Monthly  MaCV  Aerial  Reconnaissance 
Plans,  as  well  ai<  of  target  areas  for  unit  iissediate  requests.  RED  HAZE 
•urveil  lance  of  f re-planned  objective  areas  by  the  J«60th  TRW,  USAf,  was 
primarily  conducted  within  the  peripheral  areas  of  the  III  CTZ,  particu¬ 
larly  in  Phuoc  Long  Province  In  ths  northeastern  CTZ  area.  Effective  1 
July  1968,  the  nunher  cf  pre-planned  objective  areas  published  In  ths 
Monthly  MACV  Aerial  Reconnalsstnos  Plan  to  bo  flown  by  the  73d  SAC  in¬ 
creased  fron  13  to  6(>.  This  resulted  from  II  PFOBCEV  urging  OFCON  units 
and  III  Corps  during  June  to  recommend  nany  additional  pre-planned  areas 
in  order  to  rrovlue  more  RED  HAZE  surveillance  within  the  III  CTZ.  This 
increase  was  net  by  100*  acceepllfhamnt  at  no  sacrifice  to  ths  accoqpllsh- 
■snt  of  wilt  immediate  requests.  A  special  evaluation  of  RED  HAZE  sur¬ 
veillance  was  cot, ducted  during  the  period  19-23  July.  Concentrated 
•urveillance  was  conducted  in  the  sane  selected  areas  in  Rinb  Long  Provinoe 
in  the  vicinity  of  Loc  Kinh  in  response  to  reports  of  heavy  enemy  infil¬ 
tration  in  that  area.  The  locations  of  hoot  returns  acquired  by  the  RED 
HAZE  sensor  %mre  compared  with  da^ly  reports  of  artillery  HH  firs  and 
dlscrininat-o  against  known  populated  areas,  friendly,  Viet  Cong  eontrolled, 
or  contested,  to  determine  the  significance  end  validity  of  the  detected 
heat  emissions.  Although  ths  nueber  of  returns  aoqulred  during  ths  five 
nights  of  surveillance  was  relatively  light  and  not  concentrated  except 
in  Loc  Nlnh  Htj  the  aajority  of  ths  returns  after  discrimination  were 
considered  signlf leant  and  valid. 

5.  Vitus,  reconnalssanes  (Vi)  conducted  during  the  period  by  organic 
and  WAP  aircraft  covered  an  average  of  SO  VR  areas  of  61  established  Vt 
areas  within  the  111  CTZ  daily.  At  the  beginning  of  ths  quarter,  38  0-1 
aircraft  of  II  FFUtCEV  (12th  Combat  Aviation  Croup)  wore  be lag  allocated 
to  OFOUI  FWMAP  units  and  III  Corps  on  a  daily  basis,  Ry  the  end  of  ths 
qprtsr,  increased  require— its  for  Vt  aircraft  oaussd  the  Increase  of 
allocations  to  AO  per  day  in  spite  of  the  loot  of  throe  0-1  aircraft,  ana 
by  essay  ground  fire  and  Ins  by  attrition.  Tim  amber  of  73  RAC  Mohmdta 
no—  hr  daily  VR  missions  was  deers  seed.  Each  sortie  is  flown  by  a 
•laglo  aircraft  rather  than  by  a  flight  of  two  aircraft.  It  was  fait  that 
tha  — t  of  ortrtltloaal  iotoUlgonoo  iaformation  gal  nod  by  the  ml—— 
mao  taauffialoat  to  justify  tms  aircraft  far  oaah  fR  sortie.  Tbs  aircraft

The  73d  SAC  continued  daily  VR  of  the  coastline  and  Cambodian  border  of 

the  III  CTZ  and  direct  support  VR  missions  to  OKJON  units  of  II  FFGRCEV* 

6  Mohawk  aircraft  assets  of  the  73d  SAC  and  the  ASTA  Platoon  of  the 
1st  Infantry  division  were  changed  during  the  period.  Assets  at  the  end 
of  the  period  were  ae  follows.  The  73d  SAC:  GV-1A  (Visual/Photo)  - 
none,  OV-1B  (SLAR)  -  four,  arel  CV-1C  (RED  HAZE/Photo)  -  eight.  Of  the 
eight  0V-1C  models,  three  are  stripped  of  all  infrared  sensor  equipment 
and  squiptad  with  dual  controls  for  training  and  standardization  fH/^ts. 
Tbs  change  of  assets  did  not  affect  the  capability  of  this  u  per¬ 
form  its  assigned  mission.  ASTA  Platoon,  1st  Infantry  Division t  CV-1B  - 
two,  OV-1C  -  three. 

2  There  was  a  significant  increase  in  the  amount  of  aerial  photo¬ 
graphy  taken  by  the  73d  SAC  on  VR  missions  to  confirm  oigh  tings  and  for 

detailed  photo- interpretation  of  the  area  in  proximity.  In  addition, 
this  unit  was  given  the  mission  to  take  Bomb  Damage  Assessment  (BDA) 
photographs  imaediataly  after  selected  B-52  strikes.  This  required  doss 
coordination  with  15 AF  FAC  and  ground  controllers  to  enter  the  area  im¬ 
mediately  after  the  last  bomb  and  prior  to  follow-up  tactical  Air  strike  s 
or  artillery.  Whenever  possible,  BDA  photo  missions  wore  scheduled  be¬ 
tween  mid-morning  and  aid-afternoon  to  utilise  good  light.  Detailed 
photo-interpretation  of  the  mission  results  was  conducted  to  complement 
visual  BDA  reports  made  by  the  FAC.  A  highlight  during  tho  period  was 
a  special  serial  photo  mission  assigned  to  the  73d  SAC.  Shortly  after 
the  beginning  of  the  enemy  Second  General  Offensive,  COiUSMACV  directed 
that  39  critical  facilities  in  Saigon  be  photographed  to  provide  in  the 
briefest  time  possible,  extra  enlarged  panoramic  and  vertical  prints  of 
these  facilities  and  surrounding  areas  to  ground  commando r a  involved  in 
fighting  within  the  Saigon  city  limits.  This  mission  was  eucceesfully  ac¬ 
complished  through  .joint  efforts  of  the  73d  SAC  and  the  photn-roproduotion 
facilities  of  the  460th  TRW.  Ae  a  subsequent  mission  requirement,  en¬ 
larged  panoramic  and  vertical  photography  of  critical  facilities  ana  area* 
within  the  Long  Binh/Bien  Hoe  complex  was  produced  by  the  73d  SAC  for  use 
by  the  II  FFORCEV  Commander  and  his  staff  an  an  aid  tor  detailed  defense 
plane. 

(3)  0-2  Targets  continues  to  dsvelop  targsts  for  B-52s,  combat  s!-y 
spots,  artillery  (MJ  observed),  herbicide  operations  and  persistant  CS 
drops. 

(a)  Visual  reconnaissance,  prisoners  of  war,  Hoi  Chanhs,  long  Sings 
Patrols,  troop  contacts,  captured  documents,  and  agent  reports  oontlnue 
to  be  fed  into  an  updated  data  bass.  This  data  bass  is  used  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  results  fro*  all  available  technical  sensors  including  RED  HAZE, 
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Tactical  Zdne.  The  regiment  was  activated  on  26  April  196B  in  Sub-Region 
4  from  Known  enemy  unita.  The  regiment  v.as  Termed  with  two  infantry  bat¬ 
talions,  the  former  4th  Viet  Cong  LF  Battalion  and  the  former  2d  Battalion/ 
274th  Viet  Cong  Regiment,  with  regimental  support  elements  being  provided 
by  the  5th  Viet  Cong  Division  and  Sub-Region  4*  The  current  strength  of 
this  regiment  is  estimated  to  be  760  men  (NCE). 

4  A  new  regiment  was  identified  in  contact  with  elements  of  the  11th 
Armored  Cavalry  Regiment  on  18  July  four  kilomrtors  northern t  of  Loc  Ninh* 
Documents  taken  in  the  action  Identified  the  enemy  force  v,  a.,  element  of 
the  32d  NVA  Regiment,  wh ich  was  previously  subordinate  to  the  n-3  Front 
in  II  Corps  Tactical  Zone.  The  exact  arrival  date  of  the  regiment  into 
the  III  Corps  Tactical  Zone  ic  not  known,  but  preliminary  analysis  has 
tentatively  established  the  date  an  being  in  late  Hay  or  early  June  time 
frame.  The  3d  Battalion  of  the  regiment  remained  in  we.vern  PJeiku  Pro¬ 
vince.,  However,  it  ie  believed  that,  the  regiment  received  a  replacement 
battalion  prior  to  its  southward  relocation.  In  conjunction  with  the 
captured  locumonts,  a  25  July  rallier  has  provided  additional  information 
indicating  that  the  32d  NVA  Regiment  has,  or  will  become  subordinate  to 
the  7th  NVA  Division. 

4.  On  5  May,  following  an  attack  on  Bu  Dop,  Drtarhsruit  A-341,  5th 
Special  Forces  Group  captured  throe  er.eray  soldiers  fr«i=.  2ilth  MF

vealed  the  possible  formation  of  a  new  reriraent.  The  regiment  was  re¬ 
portedly  organized  in  April  1968  by  grouping  together  locally  available 
assets:  ti<*  211th  and  212th  MF  Battalions,  which  h*tv*j  Ixion  confined, 
a  previously  independent  75»»  Recoilleas  Rifle  Company,  and  a  previously 
independent  62aa  mortar  company. 

6  On  8  July,  a  prisoner  of  war  who  had  bo»*i.  ca,  turn’d  in  th«-  6«h  Pre¬ 
cinct  of  Saigon,  stated  that  he  was  the  platoon  luvier  o  a  o-icur.ty  platoon 
assigned  to  the  headquarters  of  the  1st  Yiet  Oorir  (AAA  679th,  Cuu  hong  2) 
Regiment  of  Sub-Region  2.  The  prisoner  of  war  revealed  that  the  regiment 
was  formed  by  grouping  togothor  the  267th  Viet  dong  MF  Battalion,  tho  :‘.o9th 
Viet  Cong  MF  Battalion  and  t.Jw  6th  Viot  Cong  1/  (Uttalion,  whicn  composed 
the  deactivated  Dong  Thap  II  Rogimunt.  Furthermore,  a  variety  of  prisoner* 
captured  during  the  May  attacks  on  Saigon  revoaiea  the  presence  of  »  new 
battalion  in  Sub-Region  2,  also  reportedly  subordinate  to  the  regimont. 
Although  much  of  the  information  is  contradictory,  it  appear:*  that  the 
308th  Battalion  relocated  from  Viet  Cong  Tra  Vinh  Province  in  Military 
Region  3»  end  was  reinforced  with  North  Vietnamese  fillers.  Liv«*  the  let 
Viet  Cong  Regiment  of  Sub-Region  4  and  the  "Song  Be"  Regiment  of  Military 
Region  10,  thia  regiment  was  also  activated  sometime  in  April  1  *»'>*.

12  On  1  July  196$,  vie  XS693533,  elements  of  the  9th  US  Infantry  Div¬ 
ision  captured  a  member  of  the  265th  Viet  Cong  MF  Infantry  Battalion. 

The  prisoner  of  war  stated  that  the  battalion  consisted  of  three  infantry 
companies  and  one  suppqrt  company.  The  three  infantry  companies  are  each 
oompoaed  of  three  platoons.  The  support  company  is  conposed  of  one  recon¬ 
naissance,  one  communications,  and  one  support  platoon.  A  document  taken 
from  Phan  Thong,  the  political  officer  of  the  2d  Independent  Battalion 
who  was  captured  on  8  July,  listed  the  agencies  and  units  of  Sub-Region 
3,  The  265th  Battalion  was  listed  as  subordinate  to  the  Sub-Region. 

12  Documents  and  prisoners  captured  between  22  and  24  June  66  identi¬ 
fied  the  294th  NVA  MF  Infantry  Battalion.  The  battalion  was  formed  in 
1967  and  departed  NVN  with  a  strength  of  600  men  in  January  1968,  after 
being  designated  the  386th  Infiltration  Group.  The  battalion  arrived  in 
Long  An  Province  in  June  1968  at  which  time  the  designation  was  changed 
to  the  294th  Battalion.  A  Viet  Cong  Top  Secret  documont  was  captured  by 
9th  Infantry  Division  elements  in  Long  An  Province  on  8  July  which  listed 
the  subordinate  units  of  Sub-Region  3*  The  294th  Battalion  was  included 
in  the  list  of  subordinate  units. 

14  Agent  reports  and  prisoners  of  war  have  continually  reported  the 
existence  of  the  514B  Viet  Cong  LF  Battalion  in  Mill tar'  Region  2  since 
late  January  1968.  A  prisoner  of  war,  Nguyen  Van  Dan,  Executive  Officer 
of  the  1st  Company  of  the  514B  Viet  Cong  LF. Battalion  was  captured  on  10 
May.  Interrogation  of  Dan  confirmed  the  existence  of  tho  514B  Viet  Cong 
IF  Battalion.  According  to  Dan  the  battalion  was  formed  on  23  January 
1968.  One  conpany  site  force  from  the  514th  Viet  Cong  LF  Battalion  became 
the  1st  Company  and  90  individuals,  recruited  by  village  cadre  in  Viet 
Cong  Go  Cong  Province,  became  the  2d  Company.  The  514th  Battalion  remained 
subordinate  to  Hy  Tho  Province  and  the  5148  Battalion  subordinate  to  Viet 
Cong  Co  Cong  Province.  The  mission  of  the  514th  Battalion,  according  to 
Dan,  is  to  harass'  ARVN  outposts  in  Go  Cong  Province.  The  battalion  is  com¬ 
posed  of  two  infantry  companies  and  one  supi>ort  company. 

The  1st  IS  Infantry  Division  captured  a  number  of  ebeuments  end 
prisoners  of  war  during  contacts  on  4  and  5  May  north  of  Di  An  which 
revealed  the  formation  of  the  21st  Independent  Battalion  stated  that  the 
unit  ms  composed  of  three  companies.  The  first  company  was  composed  of 
the  C.100  Reconnaissance  Conpany  of  the  5th  Viet  Cong  Division,  a  30- 
nan  mortar  crew  from  the  22d  Artillery  Battalion,  and  (bur  flamethrower 
crews  from  the  5th  Division.  The  3d  Conpany  wee  reported  to  be  a  70-man 
signal  conpany  recruited  from  the  274th  and  275th  Reginents  and  the  3d 
IF  Infantry  Battalion  of  Di  An  District.  The  contacts  on  4  end  5  May  are 
believed  to  have  rendered  the  Battalion  combat  ineffective. 
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1$  On  y  June  1968,  Le  Van  Pha,  a  rallier,  identified  hie  unit  as  the 
K*2  Battalion  of  the  NCu  Chi"  Ragiioent.  Le  stated  that  his  battalion 
ms  forms d  from  personnel  of  the  263d  and  3A2d  Infiltration  Groups.  The 
strength  of  the  K.2  Battalion  according  to  Le,  is  280  men. 

1?  A  nvuiber  of  docurante  captured  by  elements  of  the  1st  US  Infantry 
Division  on  25  March  1968,  vie  XT638385,  provided  information  on  the 
organisation  of  the  Gia  Dinh  4  Sapper  Battalion  vhich  was  first  reported 
by  prisoners  during  sarly  June.  One  of  the  documents,  dated  14  December 
,  1967*  was  a  TC&E  and  revealed  that  the  battalion  was  conpoeed  of  a  bat¬ 
talion  headquarters  consisting  of  28  men,  two  sapper  companies  of  66  men 
each,  and  two  "armored  companies"  of  46  men  each.  According  to  Major 
Huynh  Thanh  Dong,  Chief  of  Staff  of  the  Advance  Conmand  Post  of  Sub-Region 
1,  who  was  captured  on  19  June,  the  4th  Sapper  Battalion  was  subordinate 
to  the  273d  Regiment  and  had  one  company  with  the  1st  and  2d  Battalions 
of  the  regiment  while  the  remaining  companies  were  located  in  the  Rear 
Base  Area. 

lg  The  probable  organisation  of  the  enemy  artillery  units  now  known 
to  be  operating  in  III  Corps  Tactiml  Zone  consists  of  the  69th  Artillery 
Command  with  three  subordinate  regiments  and  two  separate  subordinate 
battalions.  These  units  are  the  96th  Artillery  Regiment,  the  64A  Artillery 
Regiment,  the  208th  Artillery  Regiment,  each  composed  of  three  rocket 
capable  battalions,  and  the  56th  AA  Battalion  and  58th  Artillery  Battalion.

Since 
that  Use  the  regiment  again  has  avoided  contact.  The  275th  Viet  Cong 
Regiment,  apparently  no  longer  under  the  control  of  the  5th  VC  Division, 
moved  from  its  base  area  in  southern  Mar  Zone  D  to  a  new  operational  area 
between  Trang  Bang  and  the  Boi  Loi  Vocde,  where  it'  had  the  apparent  mis¬ 
sion  of  keeping  open  lines  of  ooemunication  emanating  from  the  Ba  Thu  area. 

3  The  7th  Merth  Vietnameee  Army  Divieioni  During  the  reporting  period 
the  7th  KVA  Division  generally  operated  in  its  base  area  northeast  of  Binh 
Hy.  Only  the  165th  KVA  Regiment  was  detected  as  having  participated  in 
the  5  May  offensive.  The  141st  KVA  Regiment  made  several  attacks  against 
the  1st  Australian  Task  Force  in  the  area  in  an  attest  to  protect  the 
Binh  My  base  aroa.  At  the  dnd  of  July  the  7th  KVA  Division  withdrew  north 
to  the  Tri-Border  Base  Area  (Base  Area  350)  where  it  probably  assumed  con¬ 
trol  of  the  newly  infiltrated  32d  KVA  Regiment  Wiich  arrived  from  XX  Corps 
Taetical  Zone  earlier  in  the  month. 

4  The  9th  VC  Division!  This  division  was  the  main  assault  element 
of  the  .5  May  offensive.  Xt  attacked  Saigon  in  the  vioinity  of  Phu  Tho 
Horn  and  the  6th  Precinct,  but  was  unable  to  offset  a  penetration  of  the 
City,  dr  25  Kay  .allied  pressure  had  fOroed  the  division  to  withdraw  to 
base  areas.  The  271st  VC  Regiment  avoided  oontact  during  the  rest  of  the 
reporting  period.  The  272d  VC  Regiment  avoided  ocntaet  during  the  rest 
of  the  reporting  period.  The  272d  VC  Regiment  was  again  contacted  on  16 
June  two  kilometers  southwest  of  Hoc  Non,  and  the  273d  VC  Regiment  was 
identified  on  25-26  June  six  kilometers  oast  of  Bsn  Luo.  Since  than  the 
9th  VC  Division  has  withdraw!  to  an  arse  west  of  Tay  Kinh  City,  except  the 
271st  VC  Regiment  Wiioh  is  tentatively  located  southeast  of  Tty  Kinh  City.

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£  The  66th  NVA  Regiscnt  penetrated  as  far  at  Hoe  Hon  during  tha  5 
May  offensive,  but  generally  operated  in  the  vicinity  of  Phu  Hoa  Dong, 

The  88th  NVA  Regiment  then  te*por*rily  withdrew  to  an  area  north  of  the 
Iron  Triangle  and  later  moved  to  a  location  north  of  the  Michelin  Plan¬ 
tation  where  it  has  since  remained, 

2  The  Dong  N&i  Regiment  began  and  ended  the  reporting  period  in  its 
traditional  base  qaof>  northeast  of  Binh  My.  During  the  5  May  offensive 
this  regiment  did  make  some  penetrations  of  Go  Vap  and  Gia  Dinh  but  sus¬ 
tained  severs  casualties.  The  regiment  attempted  t'<  maintain  a  foothold 
in  the  Capital  Military  District  until  the  end  of  June  when  it  withdrew 
to  its  current  location, 

£  In  the  five  sub-regions  around  Saigon,  the  one  my  created  .  everal 
new  reginntal  entities  by  combining  local  and  main  force  battalions. 

In  Sub-Region  1,  the  273C  Regiment  (of  four  battalions)  and  the  Cu  Chi 
Regiment  (of  two  battalions)  msd«  their  appearance.  The  273C  Regiment 
was  virtually  destroyed  as  a  military  unit  during  the  5  Kay  offensive. 

In  Sub-Region  2,  the  Cuu  Long  2  Regiment  (AKA  679th  Regiment)  (or  four 
battalions)  was  formed  and  had  two  battalions  almost  destroyed.  In 
Sub-Region  3,  the  90th  Regiment  (of  three  battalions)  also  sustained 
heavy  casualties,  Sub-Region  4  Regiment,  the  Thu  Due  (of  two  battalions), 
is  tha  only  one  of  these  regiments  currently  accepted  In  Order  of  Battle 
holdings.  Ths  Song  Be  Regiment  in  MR  10  was  not  very  active  during  the 
5  May  offensive • 

2  In  siumaary,  this  quarter  began  with  the  enemy  launching  a  full 
scale  attack  on  the  city  of  Saigon,  Within  10  days  the  force  of  ths  of¬ 
fensive  had  been  expended  and  the  contact*  be  cam  more  sporadic  and  leas 
intense.  During  the  last  week  of  May  the  enemy  launched  Phase  II  of  the 
Second  General  Offensive,  but  with  considerably  lass  force  than  earlier* 

Tha  remainder  of  the  quarter  was  characterised  by  periodic  harassing  at¬ 
tacks,  primarily  by  dn,  regrouping,  resupply  and  replenishing  personnel 
loeaes.  At  the  end  of  the  quarter,  thouj£i  intelligence  ind  i  ted  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  another  major  offensive,  the  enemy  had  failed  to  alter  hie 
recent  relatively  inactive  role.  However,  the  enemy's  currant  deployment 
in  the  northern  provinoes  indicates  4  major  threat  in  that  area,  althoqgh 
ths  enemy  **y  only  have  withdrawn  to  thoae  locations  to  rebuild  his  forces 
prior  to  another  attack  on  Saigon, 

(S)  Viet  Cong/Borth  Vietnamese  Battle  Loosest 
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(6)  Viet  Cong/North  Vietnamese  Army  Tactless 

(a)  The  enemy  did  not  alter  his  basic  tactics  during  the  reporting 
period,  however  it  became  more  apparent  that  he  was  conducting  a  more 
conventional  war  and  gradually  changing  hie  tactical  posture  from  that 
of  a  political  war  with  military  overtones* 

(b)  During  the  end  of  Kay  and  the  beginning  of  June  the  enemy  at¬ 
tempted  a  rocket  bombardment  of  Saigon  without  ground  followup*  At  one 
point  he  propagandized'  that  he  would  bombard  the  city  of  Saigon  with  "100 
rockets  per  day  for  100  days”. 

(c)  Captured  documents  and  prisoners  indicate  that  in  the  future  the 
sneaky  will  emphasize  Sapper  and  "Special  Action"  unite  to  effect  penetra¬ 
tion  and  sabotage* 

(7)  Enemy  Capabilities,  Vulnerabilities  and  Relative  Probability  of 
Adoption  at  the  end  of  the  Wuarters 

(a)  Capabilities i 

1  Attacks 

a  The  enemy  is  capable  of  conducting  another  offensive,  aimad  prin¬ 
cipally  at  Saigon/Tan  Son  Nhut  and  Long  Binh/Bien  Hoa  with  elements  of 
the  7th  North  Vietnamese  Arsy  Division  and  the  5th  and  9th  Viet  Cong  Divi¬ 
sions,  the  Dong  Nal  Regiment  end  other  regimental  entitles.

£  Ths  eneny  .is  capable  of  conducting  limited  attacks  against  allied 
units,  lines  of  communications,  outposts  and  installations  within  thslr 
respective  areas* 

£  Defend! 

£  The  eneny  1b  capable  of  defending  base  areas  in  War  Zone  "C",  Dinh 
Long  and  Phuoc  Long  Provinces  with  element*  of  the  7th  North  Vietnamese  Divi¬ 
sion  and  9th  Viet  Cong  Divisions . 

&  Ths  enemy  is  capable  of  defending  base  areas  in  War  Zone  "D"  and 
Ba  Blen  Province  with  elements  of  ti*  5th  Viet  Cong  Division  and  the  Dong 
Nal  Regiment. 
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2  Reinforce: 

a  The  enemy  is  capable  of  immediately  reinforcing  an  attack  on  Saigon 
or  vicinity  with  one  and  possibly  two  more  new  regluants  from  the  northern

fered  during  the  last  two  offensives,  by  upgrading  guerrillas  and  by  re¬ 
ceiving  replacements  from  North  Vietnam, 

Ji  The  enemy  is  caj^able  of  conducting  resupi  «  m  t !.«  required  rate. 

(b)  Vulnerabilities  and  Weaknesses: 

1  The  enemy’s  severe  losses  suffered  during  th«-  quarter  have  caused 
a  serious  gap  in  personnel  familiar  with  the  terrain. 

2  By  sometimes  hasty  firing  on  aircraft,  t»*e  eiuugy  iias  become  in¬ 
creasingly  vulnerable  to  air  cavalry,  artiliei,  ana  U'tic*]  airstrikea. 

2  The  enemy's  extended  lines  of  coimnuni  cat  ions  are  subject  to  inter¬ 
diction. 

4  The  enemy's  military  operations  are  vulnerable  because  of  poor  timing 
caused  by  political  pressure, 

£  The  enemy  is  susceptible  to  his  own  prop;*-  and  a  fts  in  expecting  a 
popular  uprising  during  the  T£T  Offensive, 

£  live  enemy  is  weak  in  medical  facilities  ana  supplies, 

2  Upgrading  of  guerrillas  has  made  vulnerable  me  enemy's  influence 
and  control  in  the  countryside. 

8  Deteriorated  leadership,  due  to  battle  casualties,  has  caused 
tactical  errors  to  be  made,  and  may  do  so  again. 

2  The  enerqy  la  vulnerable  to  superior  allied  mobility  and  fire- 
pewr,  especially  In  the  provinces  surrounding  the  Capital  Military  District. 
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(o)  Relative  Probability  of  Adoption  at  the  end  of  the  Quarter! 

1  A  third  offensive,  similar  to  the  last  two  offensives  utilizing 
Boat  main  force  units  in  the  Saigon  attack  is  probable  early  in  the  en¬ 
suing  quarter, 

2  An  attack  in  the  northern  provinces  by  the  7th  NVA  Division  and 
9th  VC  Division  is  probable  early  in  the  ensuing  quarter. 

2  If  allied  operations  continue  to  interrupt  the  enemy's  plans  for 
a  third  offensive  at  an  early  date,  it  is  probable  that  the  enemy  will 
maintain  major  elements  of  his  forces  in  more  Becure  areas  in  order  to 
receive  replacements  and  to  retrain.  Continued  harassing  attacks,  par¬ 
ticularly  by  fire,  are  probable  if  such  a  posture  is  maintained. 

d.  Operations,  Plans  and  Training. 

(1)  Operations  in  the  III  Corps  Tactical  Zono. 

(a)  General.  At  the  beginning  of  the  reporting  period,  US  and 
Free  World  Military  Assistance  Forces  (FWMAF)  under  Ute  operational 
control  of  Commanding  General,  II  FFORCEV  wore  deployed  and  conducting 
operations  to  interdict  and  destroy  enemy  forces  preparing  to  launch  a 
third-phase  offensive  against  Saigon.  On  24  April,  in  response  to  In¬ 
telligence  reports  indicating  imminent  attack,  the  Commanding  General, 

II  FFGRCi.'V  commenced  deployment  of  US/FWMAF  forces  along  infiltration 
and  invasion  routes  into  the  Capital  Military  District  (CMD)  and  the 
city  of  Saigon.  The  attacks  on  Saigon  began  on  5  May,  but  so  aggressive 
were  friendly  forces  in  interdicting  and  destroying  the  invading  forces, 
that  few  units  actually  reached  the  outskirts  of  the  city.  Those  that 
penetrated  were  fragmented,  disorganized,  and  incapable  of  carrying  out 
the  enemy'e  objective  of  capturing  and  holding  key  areas  in  the  city  for 
five  days.  Of  the  45  identified  Viet  Cong/North  Vietnamese  Army  manuever 
battalions  in  the  III  Corps  Tactical  Zono,  31  had  boon  committed  to  the 
attack  on  Saigon.  &it  despite  suicidal  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  enery 
only  a  maximum  of  five  battalion  equivalents,  rnunanla  of  13  battalions, 
adtually  entered  .ths  city.  Uy  7  May,  it  wa3  clear  that  the  enemy  had  been 
defeated.  Enemy  elements  in  scattered  groups  still  infiltrated  into  the 
city  and  had  to  be  routed  out,  but  by  13  May,  the  enoaiy  had  begun  massive 
exfiltration  of  the  area  around  Saigon,  and  friendly  offort  was  devoted 
primarily  to  cutting  off  hie  escape.  In  the  last  few  days  of  May  the 
eneay  attempted  a  weak  attack  on  Saigon,  presumably  to  establish  a  pre¬ 
sence  there,  but  by  the  end  of  May,  this  attack  hod  been  thwarted  and 
the  eneiy  routed.  Intelligence  reports  continued  to  indicate  that  the 
enemy  planned  large-scale  attacks  on  Saigon.  For  this  reason,  siseeble 
Throes  wero  maintained  around  the  city  until  aid -July,  when  it  became 
apparent  that  the  enemy  had  been  forced  to  postpone ,  perhaps  indefinitely, 
another  major  offensive.  Throughout  the  remainder  of  this  period,  through 
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31  July,  the  eneuy  largely  remained  in  bane  areas,  u.ider  constant  attack 
by  friendly  forces,  airstrikes  and  bombing  raids.  Hit.  activities  here 
limited  to  re-equipping  and  replacing  personnel  losses  and  to  harassing 
attacks  on  friendly  Installations  and  lines  of  cow.uunkation.  During 
the  period  of  this  report,  the  Royal  Thai  Army  Volunteer  Regiment,  under 
the  operational  control  of  the  9th  Infantry  Division,  conducted  area  and 
route  security  operations  in  the  vicinity  of  Bearcat,  Two  nattalionB 
and  the  advance  party.  Royal  Thai  Army  Volunteer  Foret  (RTAVF)  arrived 
in  Vietnam  and  commenced  in-country  training  at  bearcat.  The  lltn  Armored 
Cavalry  Regiment  was  under  the  operational  control  of  other  headquarters 
for  most  of  the  period;  its  operations  are  discussed  with  those  or*  the 
organizations  exercising  operational  control.

The  1st  Australian  Task  Force  conducted  operations  oast.  ar*1  southeast  of 
Bearcat  to  block  enemy  movement  into  the  Ion**  binh/bien  Hoa  area  along 
the  northeastern  route  into  Saigon.  One  squadron  of  Me  Uth  A r . mired 
Cavalry  Regiment  was  positioned  to  secure  the  m.-iRiry  ecmpiox  at  Long 

Binh/Bien  Hoa.  The  1st  Infantry  Division  ld*a.Uou  . . rlh  n .  .tree  sues 

to  Saigon,  and  Company  A,  5th  Special  For***..  naurUe  1  t . ,n  »a  1  usance  and 
interdiction  operations  in  the  Thien  Quong  Pineapple  i'i.-mtai.ioa  area  15 
kilometers  west  of  Saigon.  Within  t}*e  Capital  Milit.  ry  'istriut,  Us,  Re¬ 
public  of  Vietnam  Armed  Forces  and  Rational  Police  -  .  ouduci*;  i  oj>era- 
tions  to  protect  the  city.  Meanwhile,  deJVnt .  n  of  or  it  .  jJ  In  s* 1  u  tions 
throughout  the  II  FFORCEV  area  of  ojoratiouo  were  ,  ■  reed.  Increased 
aerial  and  ground  surveillance  of  the  ror.la  i.  bolt  a..  u.  l*4»g  binh/Bien 
Hoa,  Saigon  and  the  area  sarrounding  it.,  and  of  u>e  in\  .  n.n  rout.ua 
leading  into  this  region  were  among  the  addii  ional  imoia.-r.  t>  njaployed  to 
detact  and  destroy  enemy  forces  before  thoy  could  be  masacd  vo  attack  Saigon. 

2  On  3  May,  the  3/17  Mr  Cavalry  Squauriu,  operating  with  the  3d  Bri¬ 
gade,  25th  Infantry  Division,  conducted  armed  reconnaissance  operations 
along  tie  Van  Co  Dong  River  end  in  the  Iron  Triangle,  Ho  do  and  bol  Loi 
Moods.  At  0900  hours,  three  kilometers  southeast  of  the  Kilhol  Plantation, 
helicopters  of  Troop  B  engaged  an  estimated  200  enemy,  artillery,  nortare 
and  airstrikes  exported  the  contact,  which  resulted  In  31  enemy  killed. 
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A  significantly  larger  contact  occurred  the  following  day,  when  the  1/18 
Infantry,  of  the  2d  Brigade,  1st  Infantry  Division,  conducted  reconnais¬ 
sance  in  force  operations  in  the  vicinity  of  Di  An.  At  0945  houre,  ap¬ 
proximately  six  kilometers  northwest  of  the  city,  D/l/18  Infantry  received 
small  arms,  automatic  weapons,  M-79*  and  RPG  fire.  The  company  returned 
the  fire  with  organic  weapons  and  airstrikes;  artillery  and  light  fire 
teams  supported  the  contact.  Companies  A  and  B,  1/18  Infantry  and  Troop 
A  and  B,  1/4  Cavalry,  and  Troop  A/7/l  Air  Cavalry  reinforced  the  contact 
which  continued  until  ?150  hours  and  resulted  in  257  enemy  killed  and  five 
captured.  Seven  US  were  killed  and  27  wounded,  fa  4  May,  the  4/23  In¬ 
fantry  (Mechanised),  under  the  operational  oontrol  of  the  1st  Brigade, 

25th  Infantry  Division  conducted  blocking  operations  in  the  vicinity  of 
Due  Hoa.  At  1730  hours,  four  kilometers  northeast  of  the  town,  Company 
A  received  small  arms  and  automatic  weapons  firo  from  an  unknown  number 
of  enemy.  Returning  the  fire  with  small  arms,  automatic  weapons  and  LAW, 
the  unit  killed  28  enemy  and  captured  two,  whilo  losing  one  US  killed  and 
seven  wounded.  Throu^iout  the  area  around  Saigon,  friendly  forces  were 
inflicting  heavy  casualties  on  the  enemy  in  almost  continuous  engagements, 
but  the  enemy  still  pursued  his  desperate  attempt  to  onter  Saigon,  placing 
heaviest  pressure  on  the  western  accesses.  Infiltration  by  small  groups 
also  took  place,  mainly  through  the  western  fringes  of  the  city.  Infil¬ 
tration  was  conducted  by  various  means.  Some  dressed  in  AHVN  uniforms 
traveled  by  boat  or  vehicle  into  the  GMD  at  night.  In  one  instance  an 
element  attempted  to  infiltrate  by  hiding  in  a  large  box  placed  in  the  bed 
of  a  truck  and  covered  with  bricks.  The  attempt  failed  el  nee  the  arrange¬ 
ment  provided  insufficient  ventilation  and  the  personnel  inside  suffocated 
Many  of  the  infiltration  groups  were  detected  and  appro bonded  before  they 
penetrated  beyond  the  edge  of  the  city. 

(c)  The  Period  5  -  12  May. 

1  5  May.  At  0400  houre  the  enery  drive  on  Saigon  st.  tried,  with  pri¬ 
mary  attacks  coming  from  the  west  and  north  and  diversionary  attacks  on 
the  east.  The  attempt  to  take  Saigon  began  with  a  pro-dawn  mortar  at¬ 
tack  on  the  Newport  Bridge  (XS8994)  followed  by  a  ground  attack  by  element# 
of  the  4th  Local  Force  Battalion  and  the  2/SK  4  Battalion.  The  iiwrtar  at¬ 
tack  failed  to  damage  the  bridge,  and  the  ground  attack  wau  halted  by  the 
5th  RVN  Marine  Battalion.  An  hour  later  the  Binh  ioi  Bridge  (XS8797)  was 
attacked  by  elements  of  two  battalions,  K1  and  K3  of  tho  Dong  Nai  Rogiment. 
The  contact  ended  at  1700  hours  when  the  enemy  was  repuloud  by  tho  6th  RVN 
Marine  Battalion.  Elements  of  the  Viet  Cong  3d  Local  Force  Battalion  plus 
one  sapper  company  dressed  in  RVN  Marine  uniforms  infiltrated  into  the 
southern  edge  of  the  city  in  the  Tan  fy  Tay  area  (XS8B94)  but  wore  stopped 
by  the  let  RVN  Marine  Battalion  and  National  Police  and  forced  to  withdraw 
after  auffering  heavy  losses.  There  were  a  number  of  eignif leant  contact* 
on  5  May  In  other  areas.  That  afternoon,  the  2/28  Infantry,  of  the  3d 
Brigade,  let  Infantry  Division,  conducted  operations  between  Phu  Lol  and 
Ten  Uyen.  At  1530  houre,  about  three  kilometer*  west  of  Tay  Uysn  element* 
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of  Company  D  and  L,  3/11  Armored  Cavalry  contacted  an  unknown  number  of 
enemy.  In  the  three-hour  engagement  that  followed,  friendly  forces  killed 
66  enemy  while  suffering  two  wounded.  That  saire  day,  eleiiimts  of  Troops 
F  and  H,  2/ll  Armored  Cavalry,  responded  to  a  pre-dawn  attack  on  the  vil¬ 
lage  of  Cam  My,  13  kiloneters  southwest  of  Due  Hoa.  Tl*>  enony  penetrated 
the  Regional  Force/Popular  Force  (RF/PF)  perinvjtnr  and  oucujded  part  of 
Cam  My.  Near  the  village  the  two  companies  can**  under  h-avy  :jmal  1  arms, 

RPC  and  mortar  fire.  At  OB45  hours  Troop  E/2/11  Aivor-'d  Cavalry  reinforced 
the  contact,  which  was  also  supported  by  light  fire  toni.in,  artillery  and 
airstrikes.

Headquarters  went  into  operation  in  Saigon  under  i.’ie  co,c..anil  of  Major 
General  John  H.  Hay  Jr,  Deputy  Commanding  General,  Ji  MFiPCW.  Designated 
Task  Force  Hay,  the  headquarters  was  formed  to  counter  enemy  viire-rua  to 
military  installations  in  the  Capital  Military  District  \i.  to  monitor 
operations  there.  That  same  day,  1/5  Infantry  (Meehan lv.oii)  ml  3/4  Cavalry 
(less  Troop  C)  came  under  the  operational  control  of  Task  F.  roe  Hay.  These 
two  unite  were  immediately  conraitted  to  drive  en*my  fore...  \v,m  t.ho  K».y 
villages  of  Ap  Binh  Long  and  Ap  Hoc  Thanh,  two  kllonv  *  ;r:»  .%.rrt  n[  S.iigon. 

In  the  ensuing  assault  on  the  villages  59  oneny  wr  re  kiiua.t  and  Lho  re¬ 
mainder  driven  out  by  the  combined  armor  and  Infantry  f  r  u.  There  were 
a  number  of  other  sizeable  contacts  on  6  Kay:  Nine  kviu.u  torn  southwest 
of  Tan  Son  Hhut  Airbase,  D/4/12  Infantry  contacted  air  cncny  fore*.,  and 
was  reinforced  by  Troops  C  and  D,  3/17  Air  Cavalry.  Artillery  and  light 
fire  teams  supported  the  contact  in  which  44  enemy  von*  killed  -Mid  33 
weapons  captured.  Friendly  losses  were  one  US  killc.:  a.-i  12  wounded.  Con¬ 
tacts  that  day  in  the  25th  Infantry  Division  area  ert  and  northwest  of 
the  city  resulted  in  121  enesy  killed,  while  element:,  of  the  division 
located  more  than  100  ene«y  dead  from  previous  contact®.  Muanwhile,  the 
7th  RVM  Airborne  Battalion  responded  to  intelligence  reports  that  the 
French  Cemetery  (XSB194)  on  the  western  edge  of  r.nigon  was  to  be  cone  a 
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rallying  point  for  enemy  forces  planning  to  attack  Capital  Military 
District  Compound  three  kilometers  to  the  oast.  The  battalion  moved 
to  that  location,  but  found  few  enemy.  It  was  later  determined  that 
these  forces  were  to  have  been  mot  by  guides,  but  all  but  a  few  had 
been  killed  or  captured  by  friendly  forces,  disrupting  the  enemy  time 
schedule.  A  second  infiltration  of  the  French  Comotery  was  attempted 
the  following  day,  but  the  7th  ARVN  Airborne  Battalion  ambushed  the  enemy 
elements.  Also  on  6  May,  elements  of  the  2d  Independent  Battalion,  Phu 
Loi  II  Battalion  and  possibly  the  5th  Local  Force  Battalion  attempted  to 
cross  the  Kinh  Doi  Canal  at  the  southern  edge  of  Saigon,  apparently  with 
the  intention  of  seising  the  8th  Precinct.  National  Police  units  and 
elements  of  the  ARVN  Rangers  halted  them  at  the  canal,  while  the  3/39  In¬ 
fantry,  5/60  Infantry  (Mechanised),  9th  Infantry  Division,  and  elements 
of  the  2/27  Infantry  from  the  25th  Infantry  Division,  attacked  thorn  from 
the  rear.

The  enemy  ap¬ 
peared  to  place  great  importance  on  holding  tiese  villagos;  cApt/amd 
documents  and  prisoner  reports  later  revealed  that  the  enemy  had  bcuo 
orderod  to  hold  these  villages  at  all  costs.  Task  Force  1/5  Inf.intr> 
(Mechanised)  was  sent  into  the  area  by  Task  Force  Hay  on  7  Mav,  pn*’  iding 
additional  armored  strength  and  a  mobile  reaction  force  for  western  ;  ul  ron. 
The  two  battalions  wure  committed  to  break  enemy  strongholds  in  Ap  Binh 
Long  and  Ap  Hoc  Thanh,  which  the  enemy  had  fortified  by  converting  drain¬ 
age  ditches  into  bunkers  and  covering  them  with  logs  and  earth.  After  ex¬ 
tensive  air  and  artillery  strikes  and  support  from  light  fire  tea.,  the 
friendly  forces  took  the  villages .  The  fall  of  the  so  two  strong;  tint.i 
defeated  the  enemy's  threat  from  the  west,  and  tie  reminder  of  too  fighting 
in  this  area  became  for  the  most  part  mopping-up  operations.  M  •  uiwhiio, 
on  the  south  side  of  Saigon  Company  C,  5/60  Infantry  (Mechanis'd)  of  the 
9th  Infantry  Division  contacted  enemy  elemonte  two  kilometers  no  ..h  of  the 
city's  border.  The  encrcy  force  had  boen  moving  to  reinforce  an  att<  i.  t'd 
crossing  of  Kinh  Doi  Canal  by  other  units.  Contact  continued  throughout 
the  day  and  was  reinforced  by  the  remainder  of  the  battalion  and  supported 
by  light  firs  teams,  airatrikes  and  artillery.  Enamy  losses  in  this  notion 
were  213  dead*  Two  Americans  were  killed.  Also  along  the  southern  border 
of  the  city,  about  five  kilometers  southwest  of  the  Phu  Tho  area  of  Saigon, 
D/4/12  Infantry  contacted  an  snsmy  force.

Fire 
was  returned  with  organic  weapons  and  artillery,  light  fire  teams  and 
airstrikes.  When  tie  contact  ended,  the  enemy  had  lost  91  killed,  while 
the  battalion  suffered  six  killed.  An  additional  85  enemy  were  killed 
that  day  in  other  contacts  in  the  25th  Infantry  Division  area.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  day,  A/3/4  Cavalry  contacted  an  enemy  force  five  kilometers  south¬ 
west  of  Ben  Sue  (XT5630).  The  contact  was  reinforced  by  Troop  C  and 
supported  by  light  fire  teams,  artillery  and  airstrikes.  Eighty-nine 
enony  were  killed;  the  battalion  lost  five  dead.  Also  on  15  May,  the  1st 
Battalion,  Royal  Australian  Regiment,  occupying  Fire  Sujport  Base  CORAL 
seven  kilometers  northwest  of  Tan  Dyen,  received  a  ground  attack  by  an 
estimated  enemy  battalion  supported  by  mortars  and  ILK?  fire.  The  Australian 
force  employed  organic  weapons,  artillery,  light  fire  teams  and  airstrikes, 
and  in  the  twe-hour  contact  killed  37  enemy  and  captured  one  prisoner  and 
28  weapons,  while  losing  five  killed  and  17  wounden.  On  17  and  18  May, 
contacts  were  scattered,  however  the  enemy  continued  to  take  heavy  casualties 
as  indicated  by  the  fact  that  the  25th  Infantry  Division  Alone  on  17  May 
accounted  for  100  killed,  and  on  18  May,  tU*  9th  Infantry  Division  forces 
killed  76  enemy.  On  22  May,  Commanding  General,  II  FFORCKV  returned  the 
199th  Infantry  brigade,  less  one  battalion,  to  the  operational  cor.Lrol  of 
II  FRmCLV  and  the  brigade  began  operations  bo  tween  Phucc  Vint,  and  the  Dong 
Nat  River,  and  undertook  the  ground,  nort.nr  and  rocket  defense  of  ..he  Long 
Binh/bien  Hoa  complex.  On  22  May  a  large  contact  occurred  fiv-  kilometers 
northeast  of  Due  Hoa.  The  4/9  Infantry  occupied  a  night  defensive  position 
and  at  0155  hours  the  battalion  received  mort*r  aid  ktt#  fire  followed  by  4 
ground  attack.  Friendly  fbreos  ccl’lid  in  airstrikes,  artillery,  light  firs 
Lean*  and  AC47  (Spooky).  Forty-eight  on*?r*y  killed  were  located  on  the 
battlefield  when  the  attack  ended,  and  at  daylight  an  additional  16  enemy 
dead  wore  found.  On  24  May,  Detachmont  B-56,  Special  Forces,  was  instructed 
to  terminate  operations  in  the  Khien  tluong  Flneapple  Plantation  area  west 
of  Saigon,  and  conduct  operations  in  the  Trapezoid  aroa  to  detect  and  de¬ 
stroy  enemy  forces.  That  sane  day,  the  3d  brigade,  101st  Air  Cavalry  Divi¬ 
sion,  began  a  move  tc  the  II  CT14,  where  it  would  operate  with  the  remainder 
of  the  division  until  9  June.  Cta  25-26  May  a  number  of  contacts  occurred 
along  the  northern  edge  of  Saigon,  as  intelligence  sources  reported  enomy 
movement b  back  toward  Saigon  from  the  northwest  and  southeast.  Several 
nv w  attacks  by  fragmented  enemy  elements  took  place  Urorgh  30  Kay,  but  were 
defeated  by  the  aggressive  US/GYN  forces  in  tho  Capital  Military  District, 
and  the  re  on  ants  of  these  enemy  forces  again  withdrew.  The  enemy  continued 
to  take  heavy  losses  at  friendly  forces  bloclmd  hie  move  sente.  On  26  May 
an  attack  was  Initiated  by  tn  estimated  mmj  battalion  against  a  night 
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defensive  position  of  the  4/23  Infantry  (Mechanized)  about  five  kilo¬ 
meters  west  of  Saigon  (XS7691).  Beginning  at  2250  hours,  the  battalion 
received  small  aims,  automatic  weapons  and  RFC  fire,  followed  hy  a  r  rob  inf 
attack.  Contact  continued  throughout  the  night,  and  at  0515  hours  the.' 
enemy  launched  a  heavy  ground  attack.  The  battalion  employ.’ u  organic 
weapons,  supported  by  artillery,  light  fire  tea  ire ,  airstrikes  and  AC47 
(Spooky).  Troops  «  and  C,  3/4  Cavalry  reinforced  and  established  contact 
at  il45  hours  ono  kilometer  south  of  the  defensive  position.  All  units 
maintained  contact,  with  the  enemy  through  most  of  the  day,  killing  233 
while  losing  six  US.  Uubing  the  remainder  of  the  feriod,  the  enenv;  con¬ 
tinued  omall-scale  attacks  on  Saigon.  On  31  May,  Phase  I  of  Campaign 
Tl/AN  THANG  was  terminated.  During  Phase  I,  which  began  H  April,  the 
enemy  lost  7,645  killed,  1(4  captured,  five  ralliers,  1,544  detainees, 
1,505  snail  arms,  an.;  49'?  crew  served  weapons.  US/FWM*F  forces  suffered 
587  killed,  including  21  nustralians,  one  New  Zealander  and  one  Thai, 
and  3,719  waunded,  including.  86  Austral ian3,nine  Thais  and  four  New  in¬ 
landers.  The  weapons  the  enemy  lost  were  sufficient  to  equij  the  combat 
elements  of  two  regiments. 


(e)  1-30  June. 


Phase  II  of  Camjaign  Tu*K  TH.J.0  began  on  1  June.  Durin  the  month 
that  followed,  forces  under  the  uperati onai  control  of  Commnr.dmg' General, 

II  FFORCi.V,  in  close  cooperation  with  C.VN  forces,  conducted  op* rations  to 
destroy  enemy  elements  harassing  Saigon,  and  to  interdict  ar.n  destroy 
elements  infiltrating  into  the  III  CTZ.  On  4  June,  in  response  to  increased 
er.enyr  attacks  by  rockets  and  mortars,  II  FrOUCKV  reactivated  the  Hurricane 
Forward  Headquarters  in  Saigon.  At  chat  time,  forces  operating  in  the 
Capital  Military  district  included,  in  addition  to  Vietnamese  forces,  up 
to  nine  US  maneuver  battalions  from  lie  1st,  9th  and  25th  Inf ant r«  divisions. 
The  enemy  continued  to  naraso  Sagion,  by  conducting  numerous  r^cKet  attacks 
against  the  city  and  Tan  Son  Nhut  Airbase  in  an  attempt  to  maintain  pres¬ 
sure  on  Saigon  during  the  Paris  negotiations .  Contacts  occurred  primarily 
at  the  northern  and  western  boundaries  of  the  city,  but  en*  my  elements  also 
or.  occasion  attempted  to  operate  to  the  south  and  southwest,  of  tho  city. 

On  5  June  General  Hay  was  designated  Senior  Advisor  to  lHo  Commanding  Gen¬ 
eral,  Capital  Military  district  and  Military  Governor  of  Saigon,  and  was 
instructed  to  exercise  operational  control  of  the  defense  and  security  of 
l£>  installations  in  Saigon  and  vicinity.  Task  Force  Hay  received  opera¬ 
tional  control  of  the  1/5  Infantry  (Mechanized),  3/39  Infantry  augmented 
by  one  mechanized  infantry  company,  and  Troop  I,  3/11  Armored  Cavalry  Regi¬ 
ment.  On  12  June  in  response  to  frequent  enemy  rocket  and  mortar  attacks 
fired  into  civilian  areas  of  S»igon,  Commanding  General  II  'i?FQRCKV  alloca¬ 
ted  additional  ground  lbrces  and  air  assets  to  strengthen  the  Capital  Mili¬ 
tary  District  against  attacks  by  indirect  fire.  This  defense  grew  during 
the  month  into  a  comprehensive  oomtined  operation,  involving  airborne  sur¬ 
veillance,  day  and  night  petrolling ,  counter -mortar  radar,  ground  operations, 
artillery,  tracker  dog  teams,  and  a  network  of  towers  which  provided  e  flash 
base  with  a  360-degree  oovsrege  of  Saigon  and  the  surrounding  area.  As  a 
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result  of  these  actions  and  intensive  search  t»]*?rolions  in  which  large 
numbers  of  enony  rockets  and  mortar  rounds  w<u raptured,  by  17  Juno 
attaii<3  on  Saigon  by  indirect  fire  had  virtually  ensued.  By  19  June, 
the  enemy  started  to  disengage  in  tie  Saipon  md  for  the  rein* irtdor 

of  tte  month,  with  the  exception  of  occasional  ha  rawing  attacks  by  fire 
against  Saigcn  and  friendly  installations,  generally  avoided  contact  and 
attempted  to  re-equip  and  reorganize  in  outlying  base  areas.  As  the 
month  progressed,  friendly  forces  employed  botli  g.vund  forces  and  a  de¬ 
termined  program  of  B-52  strikes  to  reach  out  U<  strike  at  enemy  base 
areas,  inflicting  huge  losses  in  equipment  «<fi  juiv  «»iuie l.  (Uy  mld-duly 
it  would  be  estimated  that  since  the  initiation  of  kite  5  May  offensive 
the  enemy  lost  enough  equipment  to  outfit  38  battalions.)  On  21  June, 

Task  Force  Hay  was  redesignated  Capital  Military  Assistance  Command  (CMAC), 
a  permanent  headqi&rtors  carrying  out  the  missions  previously  assigned  to 
Task  Force  Hay.  la  26  June,  B/7/1  Air  Cavalry  passed  to  the  operate  onal 
control  of  CMuC  and  commenced  armod  aerial  rcconnn  l.v; :<ncu  in  Gia  Dlnh 
Province  ar.d  in  the  outer  rocket  belt  to  destroy  i  h«  enemy's  rocket  launch¬ 
ing  capability.  On  27  June,  CMAC  assumed  responsibility  for  tho  rocket- 
mortar  defense  of  Saigon  and  Tan  Son  Nhut  airbaso.  Through  the  remainder 
of  June,  CMAC  continued  offensivo  operations  to  locate  and  destroy  the 
enemy  in  and  around  the  Capital  Military  District,

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move  began  aSout  15  July  and  is  scheduled  for  completion  by  30  September. 

The  9th  Infantry  Division  TAOI  has  previously  included  Long  Khanh,  Bien 
Hoa  and  a  portion  of  Phuoc  fuy  Province.  With  operations  of  the  9th 
Division  increasingly  focused  on  the  region  south  of  Saigon  and  within 
the  IV  CTZ,  the  division  was  no  longer  in  a  favorable  position  to  conduct 
operations  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  TAOI.  Accordingly,  the  ilth 
Armored  Cavalry  Regiment,  1st  Infantry  Division  and  the  Royal  Thai  Army 
Volunteer  Force,  which  would  replace  the  RTAVR,  were  assigned  portions  of 
the  zone.  On  12  and  13  July  upon  direction  of  II  FFORGEV,  Company  A,  5th 
Special  Forces  initiated  operations  in  Ben  Sol  -  Straight  Edge  Woods  Area 
and  south  and  east  of  the  Binh  Son  Rubber  Plantation  to  locate  and  destroy 
energy  elements  operating  in  those  regions.  On  14  July,  Capital  Military 
Assistance  Command  was  assigned  to  Commanding  General,  IE  Army  Vietnam, 
and  placed  under  the  operational  control  of  C amending  General,  II  FFORCEV, 
On  15  July  in  a  significant  action  tliree  kilonnters  west  of  Rach  Kien, 

E/2/39  Infantry  engaged  what  later  was  determined  to  have  boon  a  battalion 
sized  enery  force.  The  contact,  which  continued  for  sorre  20  hours,  was 
reinforced  by  A,  3  and  C,  2/39  Infantry;  A,  B  and  C,  2/60  Infantry;  A/ 5/60 
Infantry  (Mechanized);  A,  B  and  E,  4/39  Infantry  and  A/3/17  Air  Cavalry. 

The  contact  resulted  in  seven  US  killed  and  20  wounded,  74  eneny  killed, 
one  Hoi  nine  detainees,  and  13  small  arms  and  six  crew  served  weapons 

captured.  The  following  day,  another  action  occurred  in  the  area  11  kilo¬ 
meters  north  of  Loc  Ninh.  Troops  A  and  C,  1/11  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment 
under  the  operational  control  of  l3t  Infantry  Division  received  RPC*  and 
small  arms  fire  from  tn  unknown  number  of  enemy.  Artillery,  tactical  air- 
strikes  and  light  fire  teams  supported  the  contact,  which  lasted  for  an 
hour  and  a  half  and  resulted  in  seven  US  wounded,  10  enemy  killed  and  three 
sm&ilarme  and  five  crow  served  weapons  captmod.  Forty  minutes  later, 
in  the  same  vicinity.  Troop  B  engaged  another  forco,  supported  by  artillery, 
light  fire  teams  and  airstrikes.  The  contact  continued  for  three  hours, 
resulting  in  four  US  killed  and  16  wounded,  24  enemy  killed  and  three 
prisoner 3  captured.  On  13  July,  Company  F  (Long  Range  Patrol),  51st  In¬ 
fantry  was  assigned  responsibility  for  the  defense  of  the  Long  Binh/Bien 
Hoa  complex,  with  the  36th  Ranger  Battalion  (ARVU)  and  the  361  Mobile  Strike 
Forco  Battalion  in  direct  support  and  Troop  D/.3/17  Air  Cavalry,  and  Troop 
E/2/11  armored  Cavalry  Regiirjr.t  under  tlw  company's  operational  control. 

The  3d  and  4th  Battalions,  RAR  moved  from  the  l eng  Binh/Bien  Hoa  area  to 
commence  operations  in  the  Hat  Dich  area  to  locate  and  destroy  enemy  ele¬ 
ments  believed  to  be  operating  in  thin  habitual  base  area.  Throughout 
the  remainder  of  tie  month  contacts  continued  light  and  sporadic.  As  July 
ended,  RVN  and  allied  forces  planned  operations  designed  to  reach  out  and 
destroy  the  enemy  in  b&3e  areas  in  tha  northern  end  western  portions  of 
the  III  CTZ,  The-  disposition  of  forcos  under  the  operational  control  of 
II  FFCRCEV  remained  substantially  as  it  had  been  during  late  Jura*  The 
threat  to  Saigon  had  not  yet  subsided,  and  sizeable  numbers  of  forces  con* 
tinusd  to  be  centored  around  Saigon  to  insure  its  defense.  Significant 
enemy  losses  for  Phase  II,  Campaign  TOAN  THA NO  include  2,576  killed,  10 
ralliers,  139  prisoners,  1,217  detainees,  934  small  arm  and  164  crew 
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aervea  weapons.  US/FJMAF  losses  were  322  killed  (5  Australians  and  three 
Thais),  and  1,947  wounded  (including  37  Austral ians  and  17  Thais).  For 
both  Phase  I  and  II  of  Campaign  TOAN  THANG,  enemy  losses  were  10,221  killed, 

15  ralliers,  303  prisoners,  2,761  detainees,  2,439  small  arms  and  663  crew 
served  weapons;  friendly  losses  were  909  killed  (including  26  Australians, 
four  Thais  and  one  New  Zealander),  5,666  wounded  (including  123  Australians, 

26  Thais  and  four  New  Zealanders).  These  II  of  Campaign  TOAN  THANG  continues. 

(2)  Operations  in  the  IV  CTZ. 

(a)  Operation  I'tui  Liil  ROAD.  This  operation  began  on  17  March  to  provide 
security  fo-  engineer  construction  on  Highway  014  betwee  n  CaL  Jay  and  My  Tho, 
an><  continued  through  21  Itiy  without  significant  contacc.  During  this  period, 
forces  engaged  in  8  SC  PLED  ROAD  were  the  2/39th  and  2/60th  Infantry,  9tii  In¬ 
fantry  Division,  supported  by  Troop  D,  3/5  Cavalry.  On  22  iiay.  Operation 
ILOi’Lab  KnAD  was  combined  with  Operation  TRUING  C(NG  DlHli. 

(b)  Operation  TRIA  NG  CC.NG  DINH.  Operation  TUHi  iJG  CtliG  D1NH  was  initiated 
on  7  March  1968  as  a  c«j:  oinod  strike  operation  composed  of  elements  of  the  9th 
Infantry  Division  in  close  cooperation  and  coordination  with  the  7th  AKVK 
Division  to  locate  and  aostroy  enemy  fore;; a  in  Dir.h  Tti.  og  t  .‘evince .  At  the

There  were  a  number  of  significant,  contacts.  On  15  *.y,  in  kilometers  south¬ 
west  of  Ben  Tre,  tne  3/47  Infantry  conducted  a  reconnn insane t*  in  force  operat¬ 
ion.  At  0545  hours.  Company  A  engaged  an  cnoiiiy  force,  but.  imoediatoly  lost 
contact.  Two  kilometer3  to  the  southeast,  Co,up,.ny  »  muir  contact,  with  an 
estimated  enemy  company.  Companies  C  anu  K,  y/67  inlr.ui.cy  and  the  4/47  In¬ 
fantry  reinforced,  support-nu  by  nirstrikes.  Fight. in/:  continued  throughout 
the  day,  resulting  in  42  enemy  killed,  while  iVi*  torces  lost  six  killed 
and  16  vounded.  From  17  -  19  *lay,  Operation  TnUMG  CONG  DTNH  was  suspended, 
while  the  3/47  and  4/47  Infantry  conducted  mobile  riverine  operations  under 
the  operational  control  of  2d  Brigade,  9th  Infantry  Division,  On  20  *«ay, 
the  operation  was  resumed  with  the  2/60  and  3//  •  Inf.intry,  ■•nd  continued 
until  22  May,  vhen  it  was  combined  with  Operat‘.«.i.  i  Pl.'wi  kwAB. 

(c)  Operation  TRUONG  CCNG  DINH/ldsOriiwi  ROAD.  Operation  TRtk.NG  CONG 
UIN^IEOPLES  ROAD  began  on  22  Msy.  The  1st  Brigade,  9th  Infantry  Division 
with  tho  2/39  Infantry,  2/60  Infantry  and  D/V5  Cavalry  continued  security 
operations  on  Highway  Ol -4.  The  2d  Brigade,  9th  Infantry  Division  with  tho 
3/47  Infantry  and  4/47  Infantry  continued  the  TRIk-NG  G<NG  DINH  mission  by 
conducting  riverine  and  rcconnaiosanco  operations  ir.  the  south.  On  3  June, 

10  kilometers  northeast  of  Cai  Lay,  Companies  A  and  £,  2/39  Infantry  con¬ 
tacted  an  enemy  force  of  unknown  size.  Heavy  fighting  continued  from  1000 
hours  until  2100  hours,  supported  by  U/7/1  Air  Cavalry  and  reinforced  by 
the  2/60  Infantry  (-)  Task  Force  Joseph  (C/2/60  and  C/4/47  Infantry).  Known 
results  that  night  were  19  US  killed  and  48  wounded,  62  enemy  killed  and  25 
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auall  arms  captured.  Sweeps  the  following  day  revealed  an  additional 
127  enemy  dead,  22  small  arms  and  nine  crew  served  woapone  left  behind 
by  the  enemy.  Total  enemy  Iossob  were  169  killed  and  47  email  arme  and 
nine  crew  served  weapons  captured,  On  8  June,  in  another  major  action, 

Company  A/2/60  Infantry  contacted  an  enemy  force  of  unknown  else  six 
kilometers  north  of  Cai  Lay.  Company  C,  2/60  Infantry  reinforced  the 
contact,  which  was  supported  by  airstrikes  and  resulted  in  83  enemy  killed, 

20  detainees  apprehended  and  one  prisoner  and  12  small  arms  captured.  Three 
US  were  killed  and  15  wounded  in  the  contact.  On  17  June,  Conqpany  A,  3/39 
Infantry  engaged  an  enemy  force  14  kilometers  northwest  of  %  Tho.  The 
contact,  reinforced  by  Company  C,  3/39  Infantry,  resulted  in  62  enemy  killed, 
three  detainees  apprehended  and  24  small  arms  and  two  crew  served  weapons 
captured.  Fourteen  US  were  wounded  in  the  acticn.  On  30  July  the  IEQPLES 
RGAJ  portion  of  the  operation  terminated.  Operation  TRUONG  CCNG  DINH  continues 
with  the  3/60  and  4/47  Infantry.  Significant  results  of  Operation  TRUONG  CONG 
DINH/PEKyPLES  ROAD  are  1,703  enemy  killed,  1,907  detainees  approhonded,  two 
ralliers  and  18  prisoners,  307  small  amuj  and  35  crew  oerved  weapons  captured. 
Friendly  lessee  were  163  killed,  1,073  woundod  and  11  missing. 

(d)  Operation  KUDZU,  Operation  Kl*D2U  commenced  1  day,  replacing 
Operation  HOPTAC  I,  with  the  earns  mission  of  securing  tho  Dong  Tam  base 
camp.  At  the  beginning  of  the  period  tho  operation  was  conducted  by  3/60 
Infantry,  with  another  company  under  its  operational  control  as  tho  eituation 
demanded.  On  25  Iiay  ths  3/60  Infantry  was  replaced  by  the  4/47  Infantry.  C* 

6  July,  3/47  Infantry  was  assigned  to  conduct  the  operation.  There  wore  no 
nBjor  contacts.  Significant  losses  for  tho  period  included  65  enemy  killed, 

393  detainees,  and  eight  prisoners  and  11  small  aims  captured.  Friendly 
losses  were  seven  killed  and  161  woundod.

C.  The  total  authorized  aircraft  inventory  decreased  from  708  heli¬ 
copters  and  85  airplanes' at  the  beginning  of  the  reporting  period  to  630 
helicopters  and  85  airplanes  at  the  ond  of  the  period.  This  reduction 
resulted  vhen  operational  control  of  the  7th  Reconnaissance  Squadron,  1st 
Air  Cavalry  wa3  transferred  to  the  Senior  Advisor,  IV  ARVN  Corps  on  3 
June  1968.  At  the  close  of  the  report  period  there  were  572  helicopters 
and  80  airplanes  assigned.  Operational  guidance  wa3  provided  by  the  Com¬ 
manding’ General  /aid  implemented  by  the  G-2  in  surveillance  and  reconnais¬ 
sance  functions,  and  by  the  G-3  in  air  cavalry,  combat  assault,  airmobile, 
and  general  support  functions.  Comnand,  less  operational  control,  continues 
to  be  exercised  by  the  12th  Combat  Aviation  Group  through  six  Combat  Avia¬ 
tion  Battalions. 

2  Allocation  and  Employment.  Aviation  resources  continued  to  be 
allocated  to  major  units  based  upon  the  overall  tactical  plan  envisioned 
by  Comrandinr;  General,  II  FFGUCEV  or  as  directed  by  higher  headquarters. 
Support  was  provided  all  US  and  allied  organizations  under  the  operational 
control  of  II  FFORCEV  and  to  III  ARVh  Corps.  The  number  of  assault  heli¬ 
copter  companies  (AHC)  continued  to  be  insufficient  to  satisfy  all  valid 
requirements.  Sixteen  AHC  could  have  been  employed  effectively  through¬ 
out  the  period.  It  is  anticipated  that  17  AHC  will  he  required  during  the 
next  quarter.  This  increase  is  the  result  of  the  arrival  of  an  additional 
major  maneuver  force,  the  Royal  Thai  Arny  Volunteer  Force.  The  number  of 
assault  support  helicopter  companies  assigned  is  adequate,  and  sufficient 
fixed  wing  aircraft  are  current], y  authorized. 

Increased  Firefly  effort.  Additional  emphasis  was  placed  on  water¬ 
way  interdiction  at  night  in  the  area  west  of  Saigon  using  Firefly  heli¬ 
copter  gun  teams.  .A  total  of  426  3anpana  were  destroyed  in  the  period  1 
May  through  31  July  1968.  Initially,  one  Firefly  team  was  committed  each 
night  for  six  hours.  At  the  close  of  the  period  the  number  of  teams  had 
been  raised  to  four.  The  result  of  this  increase  was  that  301  of  the  426 
sampans  were  destroyed  in  the  month  of  July. 

(b)  Employment  of  B-52  Strikes. 

1  During  this  reporting  period  a  program  was  developed  utilizing 
massive  B-52  strikes  in  a  maneuver  role.  The  purpose  of  the  program  wan 
tot 
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a  Destroy  enemy  forces. 

b  Interdict  the  infiltration  of  enemy  fillers  to  hostile  units  that 
had  been  in  contact  in  and  around  the  CMD. 

£  Destroy  known  base  areas  to  deny  the  enemy  the  use  of  these  areas 
for  training,  resupply  and  rest* 

d  Interdict  resupply  of  food,  equipment  and  ammunition. 

£  There  is  conclusive  evidence  that  numerous  enemy  have  been  killed, 
harassed  and  confused  to  the  point  where  offensive  operations  have  been 
impossible  in  III  CT2.  Additionally  enomy  plans  for  the  third  phase  of¬ 
fensive  have  been  delayed.  The  fact  that  enemy  forces  have  failed  to 
attain  their  forcasted  schedule  can  be  credited  in  large  measures  to  the 
effective  B-52  programs. 

i  Inclosure  6  shows  a  statistical  summary  of  B-52  strikes  employed 
in  the  III  CTZ  during  the  peried. 

(4)  Chemical  Operations. 

(a)  A  regular  program  of  persistent  CS  drops  directed  by  this  head¬ 
quarters  was  initiated  on  20  Juca  1968.  This  program  supplements  the 
presi3tent  CS  drops  directed  by  division  commanders.  CS  riot  control  agent 
waa  placed  on  selected  enemy  base  camps  and  infiltration  routes  to  harass 
him  and  restrict  his  use  of  ttose  areas.  The  division  in  whoso  TAOI  the 
eeleoted  targets  are  located  clears  the  target  with  the  appropriate  mili¬ 
tary  and  civil  authorities  and  makes  the  drops. 

(b)  In  the  six  weeks  of  the  reporting  period  this  program  was  in  op¬ 
eration,  11  persistent  CS  drops  wore  made  at  direction  of  this  headquarters, 
five  wore  in  the  1st  Infantry  Division  TAOI,  four  were  in  the  TAOI  of  the 
9th  Infantry  Division,  and  two  were  in  the  25th  Infnntry  Division  TAOI. 

All  the.  target  areas  oovered  enemy  baee  camps  along  actively  used  infiltra¬ 
tion  routes. 

(5)  Training. 

(a)  The  AEVN  Infantry /Ear -or  battalion  Refresher  Training  Program  was 
reinitiated  in  June.  Thirty-five  battalions  are  scheduled  to  undergo  the 
refresher  training  during  the  next  year.  Two  battalions  completed  refresher 
training  during  July  and  two  other  battalions  were  in  training  at  the  end 
of  July. 

(b)  Reciprocal  Mobile  Training  Team*  (RWTT)  were  exchanged  between  the 
let  Infantry  Diviaion  and  the  5th  ARVK  Division,  the  25th  Infantry  end  the 
7th  AEYI  Ji vision  daring  the  reporting  period.  This  program  Involves  an 
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exchange  of  training  teams  between  the  IB  and  ARVN  units.  The  type  of 

training  conducted  by  the  RMTT  depends  on  the  needs  of  the  particular  unit. 

(c)  laCOIiDO  School,  "wenty-six  members  of  the  KTaVF  Long  .Tange 
Patrol  Company  attended  KLCONDO  School  at  Kha  Trang  during  July.  This 
training  is  part  of  the  unit’s  in-country  training  program.  Other  members 
of  the  compary  are  scheduled  to  attend  the  school  during  the  next  month. 

(6)  Force  structure.  Ihe  following  changes  occurred  in  force  struc¬ 
ture  during  the  period  of  this  report:

(l)  Significant  Psychological  Operations  activities* 

(a)  The  II  FFORCKV  Psychological  Operations  (PSYOP)  effort  in  support 
of  taotioal  operations  increased  significantly  during  this  quarter*  Al¬ 
though  the  nuaiber  of  sorties  flown  by  US/FVMAF  Aray  and  Air  Foros  airoraft 
in  support  of  PSYOP  reoained  oonstant  (2,500),  the  serial  disssaination  of 
leaflets  inorstsed  froa  221  million  during  the  previous  quarter  to  359  ail- 
lion  for  this  quarter.  In  addition,  the  number  of  serial  loudspeaker  broad- 
oasts  increased  froa  1,700  hours  last  quarter  to  2,100  hours  this  quarter* 
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Continued  emphasiB  is  being  placed  ol  face -to  face  oommunioations,  updating 
of  PSYOP  m&torial,  production  of  better  quality  material  and  pretesting 
material  prior  to  dissemination* 

(b)  A  total  of  363  Hoi  Chanh  were  reported  in  III  CTZ  for  this  quarter* 
This  is  an  increase  of  217  over  the  previous  quarter* 

(2)  Significant  Civil  Affairs/Civio  Aotion  Activities*  Military  Civio 
Action  in  the  II  FFORCEV  area  of  operations  continued  at  an  accelerated  rats 
with  a  record  number  of  civic  action  projects  completed  during  this  quarter* 
The  emphasis  continued  to  be  on  improvement  of  Vietnamese  living  standards 
and  onhancecent  of  the  image  of  U3/FWMAP  military  unite  and  GVN  authorities 
in  the  III  CTZ.  To  accomplish  th'jse  objectives  priority  was  given  to  health 
and  sanitation,  construction  projects  and  commodity  distribution*  Civio 
aotion  projects  conducted  by  US/FWMAF  units  assigned  to  or  under  the  opera¬ 
tional  control  of  II  FFORCEV  in  III  and  17  CTZ  during  the  reporting  period 
continued  to  show  the  increased  interest  of  US/FWMAF  in  Civio  Aotion  Program 
throughout  the  III  CTZ. 

g.  Civil  Operations  and  Revolutionary  Development  Support  ( CORPS). 

(l)  Revolutionary  Development* 

(a)  The  1968  Revolutionary  Development  (RD)  program  began  to  move 
during  this  reporting  period.  The  TKT  Offensive  had  delayed  implementation 
in  most  areas  until  the  end  of  March.  During  April  the  teams  were  getting 
adjusted  to  their  hamlets  and  from  May  through  July  the  work  wae  conducted 
more  enthuuiastioolly  then  ever  bofore.  This  was  sparked  by  the  concern 
developed  by  the  capabilities  of  tho  eneny  shown  during  the  TET  and  May 
offensives.  Overall  the  RD  program  showed  progress  during  this  period* 

In  Gia  Dinh  Province,  serious  disruptions  occured  again  in  May  due  to  the 
renewed  offensives.  Binh  Duong  and  Hau  Rghia  Provinces  also  have  suffered 
serious  setbacks  as  a  rosult  of  both  offensivoo.  The  I*huoo  Long  program 
has  not  recovered  from  the  attacks  received  during  the  first  quarter*  Else- 
vhera  successes  can  be  oeenj  a  review  altering  the  1968  plan  contributed 
much  to  this*  After  the  first  offenuive,  a  review  vaa  oonduoted  in  whioh 
67  hamlets  were  dropped  and  46  hamlets  ware  added  to  the  program  to  fit  the 
altered  security  picture.  Concurrently  a  new  concept  of  olooaifloation  of 
hamlets  and  the  tasks  to  be  accomplished  by  the  BD  oadre  vaa  implemented  as 
a  result  of  Ministry  of  Revolutions;.:?  Development  (MO 3D)  Memorandum  003* 
dated  17  May  1968*  This  dlreotlve  significantly  altered  the  mission  assigned 
to  the  RD  oadre  to  focus  on  the  elimination  of  Viet  Cong  Infrastructure  (VCZ) 
and  on  the  organization  of  the  people.  Another  significant  abange  in  pro* 
durst  and  management  established  by  this  memorandum  was  th»  elimination 
of  Divioion  Taotioal  Area  (OTA)  responsibility  for  oertlfloatlon  Inspections 
of  oompleted  hamlets*  This  function  is  now  carried  out  the  ID  staff* 
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to-a)  (0)  . 

(b)  Currently  work  is  underway  in  140  hamlets  with  certification 
haring  beeh  completed  in  I3.  The  1968  program  is  a  more  ambitioua  under* 
taking  as  a  result  of  MORI)  tamo  003*  In  changing  hamlet  classification 
all  hamlets  are  now  worked  as  Ap  Sol  Moi  (Real  taw  Life  Hamlet)  and  all 
are  to  be  worked  under  the  same  oriteria.  Before,  many  of  the  I968 
planned  hamlets  were  Ap  Binh  Binh  (Pacification  Hamlet)  which  had  only 
two  criteria*  Consequently,  many  of  them  could  be  worked  simultaneously 
with  an  adjacent  Ap  Doi  Moi  by  one  team.  Under  the  new  oriteria  It 
appears  to  be  necessary  to  vork  each  hamlet  independently*  Although  the 
Ap  Doi  Moi  previously  scheduled  for  the  11  criteria  have  had  their  tasks 
greatly  reduced,  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the  available  teams  can 
complete  the  revised  criteria  in  all  programmed  hamlets*  Most  provinces 
maintain  that  it  will  be  done* 

(c)  During  the  reporting  period  much  difficulty  was  encountered  in 
implementing  the  Outer  Belt  Hamlet  (GBH)  plan  explained  in  the  last 
report.  Once  III  Corps  Tactical  Zone  (III  CTZ)  began  to  work  in  RD  again, 
the  MORD  funding  for  the  plan  was  approved  during  the  first  week  in  June* 
American  support  for  the  plan  has  not  yet  been  formally  declared*  This 
has  caused  some  difficulty  in  providing  the  three-man  cadre  cells  in  sobs 
provinces*  Some  provinces  have  implemented  the  plan  with  existing  RD 
Cadre  and  Regional  Forces/Popular  Forces  (R?/iF)  assets*  It  is  anti¬ 
cipated  that  the  question  of  support  to  this  plan  will  be  resolved  at  ths 
Saigon  level  in  the  near  future*  In  the  meantime  the  implementation  of 
the  plan  moves  slowly  ahead* 

(d)  An  item  of  increasing  concern  has  been  the  failure  of  oome 
provinces  to  insure  that  the  five -man  otay-behind  cadre  cell  and  adequate 
RF  or  PF  are  maintained  in  hnnlets  that  have  been  completed  under  the 
regular  1967  and  1968  RD  plons.  This  is  being  given  close  advisory 
attention  and  it  is  felt  the  situation  will  improve* 

(e)  In  summary  it  can  be  said  that  the  pacification  program  is 
moving  ahead  in  spite  of  the  VC  offensives  and  that  much  will  be  accom¬ 
plished  in  1968*  At  the  same  time  it  is  clear  that  no  pacification  program 
can  prepare  a  hamlet  to  withstand  the  incursion  of  large  enemy  forces*  Ths 
only  adequate  protection  from  such  incursions  is  ths  application  of  sdsqpato 
military  force  to  deny  tho  ecamy  this  aocsss. 

(2)  Hatlonal  Police* 

(a)  Overall  strength  of  tho  Rational  IbUoe,  including  Rational 
Polios  Field  Force  (BPFF),  during  Hay-July  remained  fairly  oonstant,  with 
a  total  of  12,914  (1*954  HKF)  personnel,  assigned  to  the  various  polios 
departments  within  ZI1  CTZ*  One  of  tto  most  significant  developments  that 
ocourzed  during  this  reporting  period  was  the  incorporation  of  Gia  Dinh 
BP  into  tho  III  CTZ  Bational  Polios  Directorate  (KPD)*  Formal  transition 
took  place  on  31  July*  Prior  to  that  time  Gia  Dinh  was  an  integral  part 
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of  the  Saigon  Metropolitan  Police  Directorate#  One  of  the  most  important 
chanjos  to  oocur  in  the  operations  of  the  Rational  Police  involved  the 
10  Juno  decree  of  the  Prime  Minister#  which  clearly  stated  that  the 
Rational  Police  are  to  be  under  the  operational  control  of  the  Provinoe 
Chiefs#  One  of  the  prime  targets  of  the  enemy  terrorist  campaign  has 
been  tbs  National  Police.  During  the  Kay -July  period  there  were  48  NP 
killed  and  87  wounded  in  III  CTZ#  Despite  the  large  number  of  incident* 
targeted  against  the  National  Police,  only  one  of  the  command  personnel 
suffered  injury#  This  occurred  on  28  June  when  the  Chief  of  Police  in 
Hr.-.o  Long  Province  wah  wounded  as  a  result  of  an  eneny  mortar  attack  on 
the  Provincial  National  Police  Headquarters.  The  Public  Safety  Division 
(PSD)  advisory  effort  did  not  fare  so  well.  Mr.  Michael  Murphy  was  killed 
by  the  enemy  in  Hau  Nghia  Province  on  22  Kay  and  two  advisors  were  wounded 
in  Gia  Dinh  Province  three  days  later# 

(b)  The  staffing  pattern  for  PSD  personnel  in  III  CTZ  oalla  for  on* 
Assistant  Provincial  Advisor/ Public  Safety  (APA/FS)  in  each  of  the  11 
provinces  end  the  autonomous  city  of  Vung  Tun.  In  addition  a  eecond 
APA/PS  is  authorized  in  four  provinces  (Long  An,  Hau  Nghia,  Binh  Duong 
and  Bien  3oa)#  Gia  Dinh  is  authorized  three  APa/F3.  NPKF  Advisors  are 
authorized  for  each  province,  within  tho  National  Priority  Area,  which  ha* 
or  is  scheduled  to  have  HPFF  units.  These  27  slots  are  supported  at  CORDS 
III  CTZ  Haadquartera  by  a  staff  of  four#  including  tho  III  CTZ  Senior 
Advisor  and  tho  Senior  Corrections  and  Detention  (C1D)  Advisor.  In 
addition  to  those  civilian  slots  the  JTD  calio  for  the  assignment  of  on* 

US  military  and  a  senior  non-commissioned  officer.  As  of  31  July  1968 
the  officer  »lot  and  seven  civilian  slots  were  vacant# 

(c)  The  National  Police  Resource  Control  Progran  is  intended  to 
deny,  as  far  as  possible,  critical  recourcoa  including  manpower,  to  th* 
eneqy#  Vithin  III  CTZ,  as  of  31  July  I960,  there  were  a  total  of  103 
fired  land  checkpoints,  20  marina  fixed  checkpoints  and  three  combined 
land/marine  checkpoints.  In  addition  to  the  fixed  checkpoints  there  were 
49  mobile  teamo  operating,  liany  of  theso  teams  were  Joint  efforts, 
including  B3  Military  Polioe  and  ARVH  Quan  Canh  as  well  a*  National 
Police.  During  the  seoond  quarter  of  1968  checkpoint  operation*  accounted 
for  the  apprehension  or  detention  of  45  deserters,  1,281  draft  evader*, 

74  *ne&cr,  109  Viet  Cong  Suspects,  1 30  Illegal  residents  and  420  other 
offenders.  These  operations  also  resulted  in  the  soiaur*  of  64*462  kilo¬ 
gram*  of  rice  and  paddy,  221  kilogram*  of  salt,  plus  almost  6,843  unit* 
of  foodstuff*  and  other  orltloal  items#  It  ia  anticipated  that  all  U3 
military  unit*  will  be  tasked  to  provide  support,  including  manpower,  *0 
that  a  much  greater  mobile  effort,  particularly  in  th*  areas  adjacent  to 
VC  oontrolled  areas,  can  be  undertaken#  With  this  inoreas*  in  mobility 
it  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  a  corresponding  decrease  in  fixed 
facilities.

(d)  There  has  been  no  major  improvewnt  in  the  area  of  detention 
camps.  This  is  not  because  of  lack:  of  adrisory  effort;  potential  eitee 
have  been  inspected  and  in  Binh  Tuy  a  camp  will  be  built  in  Baa  Tan  as 
soon  as  oonatruotion  commodities  arrive  on  the  scene •  Generally  speaking 
the  various  provincial  correctional  Institutions  in  III  CTZ. are  in  fairly 
good  shape*  Some  are  overcrowded  but  measures  are  being  taken  to  relieve 
congested  conditions*  The  cost  difficult  situation  is  in  Hau  Xghia 
Province  where  there  is  no  authorized  correctional  center,  yet  the  Nation¬ 
al  Police  are  charged  by  the  Province  Chief  with  the  maintenance  of  over 
300  inmates  in  an  area  that  should  only  have  93  at  the  most*  Advisory 
pressure  is  being  exerted  to  help  alleviate  this  situation* 

(e)  In  early  January  the  3rd  National  Police  Field  Force  was 
activated  as  a  part  of  the  Zone  III  National  Police  Directorate*  Unfor¬ 
tunately  tills  unit  has  not  been  under  the  operational  control  of  the 
III  CT2  National  Police  since  its  activation,  having  been  aotive  in  tha 
SRigon  area  since  the  start  of  the  TEH'  Offensive.  During  May  when  the 
second  offensive  started  in  Saigon  three  KPFF  companies  were  transferred 
to  Saigon,  the  301st  and  310th  from  Bicn  Hoa,  and  the  303th  Compaty  fxoa 
Phuoo  Tuy*  The  two  companies  from  lien  Hoa  are  still  deployed  in  Saigon 
but  the  303th  Company  was  moved  to  Vung  Tau*  It  is  not  known  when  NPFF 
Companies  301  and  310  will  return. 

(f)  The  primary  mission  of  the  NPFF  1b  the  elimination  of  the  Viet 
Cong  Infrastructure  (VCI)*  Although  the  NPFF  have  been  misused  in  some 
areas  this  situation  is  rapidly  improving,  and  a  more  dofinlte  awareness 
of  proper  deployment  to  eliminate  the  VCI  1b  apparent*.. 

(g)  On  16-17  July  the  III  CT/.  chiefs  of  police  and  their  American 
advisors  conducted  a  joint  seminar  in  Vung  Tau.  The  seminar  concentrated 
on  six  main  areas:  Special  Police  support  of  the  PHOENIX  Program,  NPFF 
activities  and  proper  deployment?  improving  Resource  Control  activities. 
National  Police  training  programs,  National  rolice  logistics  and  filss, 
reoords  and  reports*  Tht  principal  speaker  at  the  conference  was  tbs  nav 
Dirootcr  General  National  Police  (DGNP),  Colonel  Hal* 

(h)  A  major  Public  Safety  Division-sponsored  effort  is  the  new 
National  Identity  Card  Program.  Beginning  about  1  October  1968,  tha  GVB 
will  launch  a  program  of  issuing  now  identity  cards*  This  will  involve 
the  registration,  photographing  and  fingerprinting  of  all  legal  resident* 
13  yea re  of  age  or  older*  Mobile  indontifieftti-m  card  tease  will  be 
operating  in  each  province  and  Vung  Tau  in  an  affort  to  expedite  the  pro¬ 
gram;  it  ie  expected  to  be  completed  within  a  period  of  three  year** 
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(3)  Refugee  Program, 

(a)  TET  Recovery  Program.  Tho  TET  Recovery  Program  accelerated 
very  markedly  during  the  past  three  months  and  was  drawing  ne»r  its  end 
by  the  latter  part  of  July,  Gia  Dinh  Province,  which  otill  owed  payment# 
to  some  4,000  families,  van  the  only  III  CT'A  province  which  did  not  hate 
an  essentially  completed  program.  A  total  of  22,058  TET  victim  famili## 
received  some  V24165  million  in  relief  and  reconstruction  allowanoeo| 
162,960  sheets  of  roofing  and  164,670  bags  of  cement  were  issued,  and 
7246,100,000  was  paid  cut  in  death  and  injury  benefits  to  some  2,493 
individuals  and  families.  It  is  estimated  that  80  per  cent  or  more  of 
these  payments  were  made  sines  1  May,  illuotrating  GVNs  considerable 
capability  for  implementing  large  scale  relief  and  recovery  operations, 
onoe  administrative  and  organ! eat ioral  problems  are  gotten  out  of  the 
way. 


(b)  Special  refugee  Census,  At  the  request  of  ACofS,  CORDS,  a 
survey  was  initiated  in  all  provinces  in  June  to  determine  the  present 
number  of  refugees  in  camp3,  their  general  Btatus,  particularly  with 
respect  to  employment,  and  the  present  condition  of  the  rofugee  centors. 
The  results  of  the  initial  survey  wore  reported  to  Saigon  on  a  special 
oenaus  report  card  and  the  data  h;is  been  computerized.  Provinces  are 
presently  evaluating  and  refining  the  initial  data,  a  process  which  will 
take  several  noro  weeks.  Tli«  object  of  this  survey  ia  to  identify  and 
ioolate  tho  specific  problems  at  each  cento r  which  inhibit  the  completion 
of  refugee  resettlement  programs,,  and  to  aid  in  tho  eotablishiront  of 
detailed  work  plana  for  each  refugee  group  and  center.  This  development 
represents  the  first  real  attempt  at  systematic  xenettlement  program 
planning  and  management.  As  such,  this  is  *.n  important  step  forward  in 
tho  evolution  of  the  refugee  program.  A  major  corollary  benefit  of  thie 
approach  will  be  the  identification  and  elimination  of  groups  of  refugee# 
and  certain  refugee  centers  ocrric-d  ir,  an  active  otatus  when  tho  reoottl#- 
ment  process  has  already  been  completed.  Through  this  step  will  come  a 
vast  improvement  in  statistical  reporting,  whose  i©or  quality  has  made 
planning  virtually  impossible  in  the  pact,  and  a  much  clerror  focus  on 
actual  refugee  problems.  0m>  further  beneficial  outgrowth  will  be  the 
establishment  of  nuch  clearer  criteria  than  have  existed  previously,  ae 
to  when  refugees  are  to  be  considered  as  resettled,  and  therefore,  as 
having  lost  refugee  status. 

(0)  Second  Offensive.  Some  60,000  paonl#  were  rm.de  hornless  during 
the  May  attacks,  with  about  BO  per  ceat  of  this  total  recorded  in  Gla  Dinh 
Province.  The  other  of footed  province e  wore  Tcy  Kinb,  Hqu  Nghia  and  Blah 
Ikoong.  Victims  of  the  second  offensive  ia  Gia  Dir.h  were  declared  to  b# 
eligible  for  the  same  typo  of  aesistanoe,  including  reconstruction  ###1#« 
tanoe,  os  hod  been  given  TET  victims,  but  the  GVH  hoe  not  extended 
eligibility  for  oil  benefits  to  the  move  than  1,000  off#ctod  families  la 
th#  oth#r  three  provinces.  About  75  per  oent  cf  the  eeoond  offensive 
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viotims  in  Gia  Dinh  Province  hAve  already  reuiv-a  07!’  :  snint-ince  and 
have  returned  to  their  home  area  who  ■*  .tlr  w  rebuilding  their  houaee.

at  one  time,  14A  detainees,  rallied  In  the  Go  V.p  .»r  1  ot  «i*.  i/inh.  Twenty^ 
seven  of  them  were  seriously  wounded.  \  total  of  IT!  of  the-.#  rolliers  wort 
eventually  classified  as  Hoi  Chonh. 
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(o)  Intelligence  information  furnished  by  Hoi  Chanh  vae  not  alvaye 
exploited  by  operational  forces.  Three  instances  of  this  lack  of  exploi¬ 
tation  have  been  noted  during  the  reporting  period*  In  all  these  oases 
the  information  collected  from  the  Hoi  Chanh  vas  disseminated  to  appro¬ 
priate  agencies  and  oomaands. 

(d)  Due  to  ^he  new  mobilization  decree  by  GVN  the  Chieu  Hoi  program 
has  lost  a  number  of  members  of  the  provincial  staffs*  The  loss  of  staff 
personnel  has  had  a  deleterious  efi'eot  on  operations  of  the  Armed  Propa¬ 
ganda  Companies*  The  members,  of  necessity,  have  been  used  to  fill  the 
void  left  by  the  departing  staff  resulting  in  fewer  psycho logioal  opera¬ 
tions  by  the  Armed  '  Propaganda  Teams*  An  effort  is  under  way  to  get  the 
Chieu  Hoi  Service,  where  possible,  to  employ  handicapped  veterans  and 
females  to  fill  staff  positions. 

(5)  New  Life  Development  (NLD). 

(a)  General. 

1.  By  1  May,  most  pressing  emergency  denande  created  by  the  TET 
Offensive  had  been  met  and  a  gradual  shift  from  stop-gap  reaouree  to 
normal  program  activities  had  begun.  Most.  IiLD  programs  had  lost  some 
ground  as  the  result  of  the  Tl-.T  attack,  although  by  the  end  of  July, 
pre-TET  levels  had  largely  been  regained,  and,  in  soa;e  instances  sur¬ 
passed.  Notable  exceptions  were  programs  relating  to  industry  and 
publio  administration* 

1  Unlike  the  T&T  offensive  vhjch  had  brought  pacification  efforts 
almost  to  a  halt,  the  Kay  offensive  slowed,  but  did  not  significantly 
disrupt,  the  broad  range  of  aot.'.vi  iieo  encompassed  bj  NLD.  The  war 
aggravated  the  basic  problems  whioh  have  plagued  the  various  programs 
for  eome  time,  but  few  of  the  dificulties  were  directly  attributable  to 
that  cause.  All  programs  continued  to  suffer  ."roi:<  shortages  of  key  per¬ 
sonnel  due  to  increased  drafting  of  personnel  into  the  military  service. 
Additional  proble.s  whioh  the  recent  crioio  brought  into  focus  and  vhioh 
require  remedial  measures  include  attitudes  and  institutions  too  inflex¬ 
ible  to  oope  simultaneously  with  the  oomplex  requirements  of  a  modem 
society  and  an  intensified  war  effort,  inadequate  oapubilitiee  in  the 
fields  of  transportation,  communication  and  capital  management,  and 
es  salve  govcrnr«nt  involvement  in  what  should  be  private  economlo  acti¬ 
vities,  with  a  concomitant  f  iluxe  to  proviue  sufficient  incentive  to 
private  enterpreneuxa. 

(b)  Economic*. 

^  By  May,  commercial  traffic  moved  freely  on  most  major  lines  of 
oonuinioatlon  (LOG)  in  III  C?2  and  the  impact  of  the  TET  Offensive  on 
■arkot  condition  had  largely  subsided.  Agricultural  output  had  rogaiMd, 
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and  in  some  instances  surpassed,  pre-T^T  levels,  Prices  of  consumer  goods, 
which  had  rissn  sharply  in  the  wake  of  the  TBT  attacks,  had  reg  ined  normal 
levels*  Otoly  in  the  outlying  areas,  which  still  oust  be  supplied  almost 
exclusively  by  air,  did  high  pries  levels  persist* 

£  In  ths  industrial  sphere,  little  evidenoe  of  rooovezy  is,  as  yet, 
disoernible*  The  physical  damage  to  industrial  and  oooaaroial  enterpriass 
during  ths  TAT  attack  is  estimated  at  US325  to  50  million*  The  eoonoaio 
loss  attributable  to  the  prolonged  disruption  of  productive  activity  is 
difficult  to  establish’ precisely,  but  it  is  oontidsrablt  and  it  continues 
to  mount  aa  large  segments  of  the  economy  remain  stagnant*  While  damage 
to  industrial  and  ooomeroial  installations  from  the  May  offsnsivs  was 
snail  as  compared  to  that  of  the  TST  assault,  its  psychological  impact  in 
driving  home  the  enemy's  ability  to  strike  at  will  has  delaysd  the  resump¬ 
tion  of  normal  activities  and  perpetuated  a  vait-and-sse  attitude  which 
has  prevailed  in  ooamerioal  and  industrial  oirolss  since  TAT*  Most  of 
ths  large  plants  in  the  Gia  Dinh/Bien  Ho a  area  are  operating  at  a  fraction 
of  their  oapacity,  and  many  remain  closed*  By  contrast,  the  email  family- 
type  enterprises  soattered  throughout  the  III  OTZ  and  which  oannot  afford 
to  remain  idle,  have  for  the  most  part  resumed  production* 

X  Little  capital  in vestment  has  taken  place  in  new  plants,  equip¬ 
ment,  or  in  the  expansion  or  replacement  of  existing  facilities  anywhere 
in  III  CTZ*  Shortages  of  funds  undoubtedly  played  a  role  although  indica¬ 
tions  are  that  considerable  savings  arm  being  withheld  from  investment* 
Liquidity  has  doubled  annually  during  rocent  years  and  no  utilisation  on 
a  significant  scale  of  the  accumulated  funds  can  be  diaoernsd*  The  root 
of  ths  problem  seems  to  lie  with  the  reluctance  of  the  business  oomnunity 
to  invest  its  resources  in  the  face  of  the  prevailing  uncertainty*  The 
GW  has  dons  little  to  ore  ate  a  olimate  conducive  to  private  investment 
and  eoonomio  growth 1  nor  has  it  produced  adequate  incentives  for  ths  private 
sector  to  partloipate  in  the  task  of  eoonomio  development  which  must  be 
attained  to  give  validity  to  promieea  of  a  better  life*  GVH  lethargy  in 
ths  matter  of  assletsnos  to  industrial  and  commercial  viotlms  of  tha  eneey 
attacks  has  contributed  substantially  to  the  erosion  of  business  confidence* 
Much  of  the  impact  and  the  psyohologioal  value  of  any  assistance  that  night 
oome  forth  now  has  been  fortified  by  this  earlier  failure  to  not*  Xt  rswlis 
to  bo  scan  whether  the  War  Sisk  Insurinoe  sohsme  and  osrtaia  reoovexy  loot 
arrangements  now  being  worked  out  by  ths  GTS  will  be  effective  in  restoring 
business  oonfidenoe  sufficiently  to  reverse  this  unfavorable  trend* 

(e)  Agriculture* 

X  The  most  significant  progress  was  recorded  in  the  agricultural 
field  where  activities  centered  oa  the  production  program  for  1 1-0  rise* 

This  is  a  variety  with  a  shorter  growing  oyole  and  a  considerably  higher 
yield  than  the  traditional  strains  of  riot*  Ths  sucosss  of  this  program 
was  dependant  upon  en  adequate  end  timely  support  of  all  necessary  inputs 
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(seed,  fertilizer  and  inaeoticides)  as  well  as  technical  assistance  aimed 
at  initiating  changes  in  long-standing  cultural  practice a#  Efforts  have 
been  fooused  on  the  moves  necessary  to  make  the  new  program  a  success* 

Lack  of  success  in  this  pilot  project  could  seriously  delay  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  the  IR-8  rice  variety  on  a  significant  Scale* 

£  The  Vo  X>at  experimental  IR-8  rice  production  projeot  was  developed 
against  overwhelming  odds.  Tl®  reported  volume  of  rice  harvested  in  Vo  Rat 
suggests  a  yield  of  about  2.5  tons  per  hectare  as  compared  to  1*6  tons  for 
the  traditional  varieties.  Taking  into  account,  however,  the  considerable 
quantities  believed  to  have  been  withheld  by  farmers,  the  yield  actually 
attained  would  core  close  to  the  five  to  six  t.one  per  hectare  which  had 
been  anticipated.  Under  the  impact  of  success  at  Vo  Dat,  the  1968  rice 
program  shoved  signs  of  moving  veil  ahead  of  planned  goals.  A  variety  of 
problems  connected  with  the  transportation  and  distribution  of  seeds  and 
other  inputs  forced  farmers  unable  to  obtain  supplies  before  the  onset  of 
the  rainy  season  to  revert  to  the  traditional  varieties  of  rioe.  is  a 
result,  actual  plantings  fell  short  of  cocraitments,  and  the  Corpa-vide 
goal  of  between  10,000  and  11,000  hectarea  was  mat  only  to  the  extent 
of  some  60  per  cent. 

i  In  the  high  priority  field  of  protein  production,  feed  supply  and 
distribution  were  areas  of  major  concern  which  oust  be  improved  before 
significant  and  lasting  progress  in  hog  and  poultry  production  can  be 
made,  fhphasis  on  animal  and  poultry  sanitation  as  well  ae  disease  pre¬ 
vention  to  minimize  losses  also  bec^it*  the  focus  of  advisory  attention 
during  this  period. 

(d)  Engineering. 

1.  Increased  military  activities  over  the  paQt  six  months  took  a 
heavy  toll  of  the  road  network  in  III  CT2.  Highways  deteriorated  rapidly 
under  the  increased  movement  of  heavy  equipment  and  material,  end  bridges 
vital  to  communications  were  destroyed  by  enemy  action.  The  regional  and 
provincial  GVN  Public  Worka  staffs,  plagued  by  shortogee  of  equipment  end 
personnel,  were  unable  to  cope  with  these  additional  demands.  Because  of 
the  vital  importance  of.  lines  of  communication  to  military  end  pacification 
alas,  responsibility  for  national  and  inter- provincial  roads  has  been 
assumed  by  Military  Assistance  Command  Vietnan,  Deputy  Commander,  and  tbs 
only  really  meaningful  work  in  the  area  of  rood*  and  bridges  has  been 
•unfied  out  by  the  US  military  or  under  it*  control* 

&  Water  and  eleotrio  power  deficiencies  continued  in  III  CTE  electri¬ 
fication  projects,  vhioh  were  generally  oonfined  to  ecall  hamlet  level 
installation  and  were  lnslgnifloant  in  the  fact  of  rapidly  rising  demand 
throughout  the  area*  The  number  of  well  drilling  rigs  was  zeduosJ  from 
eight  to  six,  owing  primarily  to  the  unavailability  of  qualified  operating 
personnel* 
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(•)  Public  Administration*  The  most  eignificaL.  ^yolopaent  in  the 
field  of  publio  adminietration  vaa  the  effeotive  dissolution,  in  May  of 
the  officers  of  governnent  delegate  and  deputy  government  delegate.  By 
aotxon  of  the  central  government,  the  Commanding  General  of  III  Corps  who 
also  served  as  Government  Delegate,  oeaced  to  exercise  responsibility  for 
ooordinating  and  controlling  the  civil  activities  of  the  province  chiefs* 

This  more  represented  a  major  shift  of  control  and  coordination  at  regional 
level  to  direct  oontrol  from  central  government  level*  However,  because 
of  the  provisions  of  the  previously  issued  Circular  001,  the  sources  of 
oontrol  in  Saigon  were,  diffused  and  not  clear  as  viewed  from  the  provinces* 
The  total  effeot  of  the  dissolution  of  the  offioea  of  Government  Delegate 
end  Deputy  Government  Delegate  was  a  weakening  of  command  and  administra¬ 
tive  effectiveness  in  all  provinces*  Following  as  it  did  in  the.  wake  of 
the  disruption  caused  by  the  TET  offensive,  this  move  to  ohange  basio 
command  and  coordination  relationships  was  undertaken  at  a  time  when 
the  greatest  possible  degree  of  stability  and  olearly  defined  leadership 
was  urgently  required* 

(f)  Education* 

i  The  TJT  attack  did  not  significantly  delay  the  re-opening  of  sohools 
in  XIZ  CTZ*  The  seoond  Viet  Cong  attack  in  May  produced  only  locali'<*d 
effeots  which  were  most  serious  in  Gla  Dinh  Province*  There,  the  shortages 
of  aohool  facilities  were  increased  by  the  closing  of  all  sohools  in  the 
pro  vino*  capital  for  a  prolonged  period  of  time*  In  many  instances,  the 
aohool  buildings  served  as  temporary  shelters  for  refugees  for  whioh  other 
arrangements  needed  to  be  made  before  the  schoola  could  be  opened* 

£  Some  headway  was  mads  in  ameliorating  long  standing  shortages  of 
classrooms  and  teachers,  although  aotual  performance  generally  fell  short 
of  goals*  Only  slightly  more  than  11  per  cent  of  the  623  hamlet  classrooms 
approved  by  the  HOED  for  I960  have  been  oompleted  to  date,  and  an  additional 
31  par  esnt  are  currently  under  oonstruotion*  In  the  field  of  teaoher  train¬ 
ing,  less  than  one-half  of  the  some  700  hamlet  teachers  approved  by  ths  MCRD 
had  actually  completed  training,  although  this  entire  training  program  was 
scheduled  for  completion  before  the  beginning  of  the  now  scliool  year  in 
August*  Shortages  of  seeondaxy  aohool  tsaohers,  whose  training  requires  a 
longer  period  of  tins,  continue  with  little  relief  in  sight  unless  current 
efforts  toward  a  comprehensive  in-plaoc  mobilisation  scheme  show  a  aipiifi- 
o«nt  measure  of  sucoess* 

(f)  Logistics* 

£  The  logistics  network  in  III  CTZ  ooped  successfully  with  the  extra¬ 
ordinary  demr«aa  for  the  supply  and  movement  of  commoditise  generated  by 
the  suootesive  enemy  attacks  and  subsequent  intensification  of  military 
aotlvltlea*  Oowodlty  levels  remained  generally  adequate  and  no  signifi¬ 
cant  shortages  developed  anywhere  in  this  Corps  area  despite  ths  fast  that 
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trucking  contractor*,  reluotant  to  risk  their  vehicles  on  un«af*  read* 
hay*  not  moved  commodities  with  any  degree  of  regularity* 

£  The  conetruction  pro gran  for  province  and  diatriot  warehouse*  and 
for  maintenance  shop*  moved  ahead  slowly*  Of  the  23  ware'  Jttae*  aoheduled 
for  I960,  11  havo  been  started  and  four  are  oompleted.  None  of  the  main¬ 
tenance  shops  con  actually  be  placed  into  operation  before  plumbing  and 
eleotrio  materials  are  supplied  by  the  US  Agenoy  for  International 
Development  (USAID),  Saigon* 

(h)  Youth* 

i  Only  reoently  has  the  GVN  begun  to  give  recognition  to  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  nation* a  youth  in  the  nation-building  process  and  provided 
administrative  and  funding  support  for  the  development  of  programs  epeolfl- 
cally  aimed  at  youth.  Illustrative  of  this  increase  in  emphasis  h*s  been 
the  incorporation  of  the  Directorate  of  Youth  into  the  Ministry  of  Educa- 
tion  (KGS),  a  move  designed  to  bring  about  better  coordination  and  coopera¬ 
tion  in  this  important  and  largely  negleoted  area*  The  development  of 
meaningful  programs  for  the  youth  of  this  oountzy  is  a  time-consuming  pro- 
oess,  and  though  oonsiderabls  headway  has  been  made  during  rsosnt  month* 
in  laying  the  groundwork  for  future  notivities,  few,  if  any,  such  program* 
have  actually  become  operational* 

(6)  Paomx/FHUHO  HOANG  Program* 

(a)  During  the  period  from  1  Kay  through  31  July  i960,  th*  PHOENIX/ 
PHUKQ  !{QANG  Program  oontinued  to  moke  progress,  but  thers  wore  few  signifi¬ 
cant  operational  ohangea.  The  number  of  Distriot  Intelligence  and  Opera¬ 
tions  Coordinating  Centers  (DIOCC)  constructed  and  staffed  by  Vietnamese 
remained  unchanged  at  51*  The  number  of  DIOCC  having  an  assigned  US  advisor 
fluctuated  during  the  period,  reaching  a  peak  of  48,  with  two  advisors  as¬ 
signed  to  DIOCC  in  several  oritiocl  areas*  The  number  of  DIOCC  with  US 
advisors  ouzrently  stands  at  44  as  tan  advisors  were  reassigned  to  the  Sal- 
ton  metropolitan  area  as  PHOENIX  Police  Precinct  Adrieors* 

(b)  During  the  reporting  period  over  1,100  members  of  the  VUI  were 
reoorded  ae  killed,  apprehended,  or  rallied,  oompared  with  fewer  than  500 
d  ring  the  preoeeding  quarter*  This  increase  vs*  due  In  part  to  an  im¬ 
proved  aooountlng  system  for  consolidating  and  recording  VUI  eliminations 
by  all  US  and  GVN  agenoiss  involved,  and  to  a  limited  extent,  to  inoreased 
effectiveness  of  the  attack  on  the  infrastructure*  Despite  the  statietioel 
inoreaee  in  eliminations,  the  DIOCC  in  general  oontinue  to  be  only  margin¬ 
ally  effective  with  regard  to  anti-infrastructure  operations*  This  is  dus 
primarily  to  long-standing  OH  ln&ifferenoe  toward  tbs  program,  and  th* 
look  of  training  in  the  neoesiazy  techniques  among  GVN  dietriot  pare  Panel* 
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(0)  A  significant  step  was  taken  in  the  solution  of  the  first  of 
these  problems  with  the  signing  on  1  July  of  Presidential  Deere#  No* 
280-a/TT/SL,  effectively  establishing  the  PHUNG  HOANG  Ideogram  for  the 
first  time,  by  defining  specifio  responsibilities  at  each  eohelon* 

During  the  month  of  July  there  was  considerable  activity  among  OVN  of¬ 
ficials  at  all  levels  as  preliminary  steps  were  taken  to  implement  the 
deoree* 

(d)  The  problem  of  lack  of  training  among  DIOCC  personnel  has  also 
received  high  priority*  A  Region  Police  Special  Branch  (PSB)  School  is 
now  operating  in  Bien  Hoa  to  provide  a  one-month  course  in  investigative 
and  intelligence  techniques,  and  several  provinces  have  established  two- 
week  training  ocurses  for  PSB  personnel  who  have  not  yet  attended  the 
Region  sohool*  In  addition,  the  PHOENIX  Mobile  Training  Team  beoame 
operational  during  the  reporting  period,  providing  a  one-day  training 
session  in  each  local  DIOCC,  oovering  interrogations,  report  writing, 
investigative  methods,  olerieul  functions,  and  operational  techniques* 

Th»  training  team,  composed  of  one  America  and  several  Vietnameee,  has 
now  visited  more  than  20  DIOCC  in  five  provinces* 

'  (7)  Regional  Force /Popular  Force  (HF/PF)* 

(a)  During  this  reporting  period,  each  US  Division  in  III  Corps 
Taotioal  Zone  conducted  searoh,  cordon  and  sear oh,  and  reoonnaleeanoe 
in  force  operations  with  the  aselstanoe  of  BF/pF  unite.  In  some  in¬ 
stances  theee  operations  were  oonducted  jointly.  In  other  instances 
W  or  IF  unite  or  members  of  the se  units  were  integrated  into  US  unite* 

An  example  of  this  is  a  PF  platoon  that  was  assigned  to  a  US  oompany 
for  a  epeoifio  operation*  With  few  exceptions,  these  joint  operations 
were  more  successful  in  locating  eneqy  personnel  and  equipment  than  the 
unilateral  ones.  In  fact,  an  element  of  the  let  Infantry  Division  re¬ 
ported  having  made  contact/findings  on  23  percent  of  all  unilateral 
operations  while  making  oontaot/flndlnga  on  30  percent  of  all  joint  op¬ 
erations  during  the  period  13-21  July  1968*  On  11  May  the  198  BF  Com¬ 
pany  oonduoted  a  joint  operation  with  the  4/9  Infantry  Battalion,  23th 
US  Division*  The  elements  air  assaulted  in  Tan  Blnh  District  (vie  X3- 
680945)  ukl  the  operation  lasted  for  two  days*  Friendly  unite  had 
teveeal  contact*  throughout  the  first  day;  The  heaviest  0  on  tact  occurred 
at  1700  hours  and  continued  for  two  hours*  During  the  day,  five  air-

(1)  Interdiction  of,  Samoan  Traffic. 

(a)  Ofci  JW^TION.*  Sampan  traffic  during  hours  of  darkness  can  be 
boat  controlled  by  combining  detection  assets  with  a  ready  reaction 
capability  such  as  Firefly  teams  to  locate  and  destroy  targets  rapidly. 

(b)  EVALUATION.  This  headquarters  recently  placed  increased  cow 
p:asis  upon  the  use  of  Firefly  aircraft  to  Interdict  night  sampan  move¬ 
ment  in  the  extensive  canal  and  waterway  system  of  southern  Hau  Ughia 
and  northwestern  Long  An  Province.  Firefly  is  a  UH-1L  aircraft  e  uipped 
with  a  bank  of  seven  aircraft  landing  lights  and  a  .50  caliber  machir.egun. 

It  is  supported  by  a  light  fire  team  usually  made  up  of  two  UH-1C  aircraft. 
The  firefly  aircraft  patrols  waterways  and  sides  of  canals  at  an  altitude  of 
250-500  feet  and  either  engages  targets  with  Its  own  .50  caliber  aachinegun 
or  directs  the  fire  of  the  light  fire  teas.  Clearances  are  obtained  as  late 
as  possible  so  that  tne  aneay  intelligence  net  does  r.ot  have  tire  to  react 
and  issue  warnings.  Intensive  use  is  mode  of  RED  HAZE  and  SlAft  readings  in 
selecting  target  areas.  The  three  Firtixy  teams  a  lloyed  nightly  by  this 
headquarters  during  the  month  of  Jhly  destroyed  276  sampans.  This  made  a 
significant  contribution  to  tha  objective  of  preventing  the  mounting  of 
another  attack  on  Saigon  during  this  period. 

(2)  Joint -US-RF/Pf  Operations. 

(a)  ObSSlVaT ION.  Joint  operations,  participated  in  by  OS  and  FJ/FF 
unite,  have  proved  advantageous  to  both  organisations. 

(b)  EVALUATION.  US  units  have  found  that  !J/F?  personnel  provide 
valuable  assistance,  especially  in  areas  unfamiliar  to  US  forces  because 
of  their  knowledge  of  local  customs,  indigenous  personnel,  and  tha  terrain. 

It  was  also  found  that  tha  RF/PT  could  obtain  information  from  tha  local 
inhabitants  which  US  personnel  could  not  get  even  through  an  Interpreter. 

OS  forces  on  the  ether  hand  oen  provide  greeter  firepower  and  support  than 
Is  normally  avallabla  to  RF/PP  units  working  alone.  Noteworthy  Is  the  feet 
that  ilF/PF  units  ap.  eared  more  aggressive  end  confident  when  participating 
in  Joint  operations.  Generally,  as  wall,  district  officials  and  advisors 
ware  cooperative  and  receptive  to  joint  operations.  In  many  eaaee,  combined 
search  operations  were  conducted  in  response  to  Intelligence  obtained  through 
GW  channels.  The  record  specks  for  itself.  Search  type  operation*  end 
opwatlons  in  and  around  populated  areas  have  proved  more  effective  when 
ar/rr  are  used  Jointly  with  US  forces,  or  for  the!  mutter,  any  Free  or  Id 
Military  Force. 
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(c)  RECOMMENDATION.  In  view  of  the  great  succes  that  joint 
operations,  achieved  during  the  period  1  May  -  31  July,  it  is  strongly 
recommended  that  all  headquarters  encourage  their  units  to  use  HP/PF 
units  to  assist  them  in  combat  operations. 

(3)  Staployroent  of  Long  Range  Patrols  for  landing  Zone  Security. 

(a)  OBSERVATION.  Long  Range  Patrol  insertions  do  not  utilize  the 
landing  zone  preparation  associated  with  large  airmobile  assaults,  Even 
when  using  sections  of  extremely  large  landing  zones,  long  rurge  patrols 
seldom  encounter  more  'than  small  enemy  landing  zone  watches,  a  id  usually 
receive  only  slight  fire  when  such  elements  are  present. 

(b)  EVALUATION.  In  large  airmobile  assaults  u  preparation  by 
artillery  and  tactical  air  of  considerable  magnitude  is  often  used  in 
the  area  of  the  proposed  landing.  In  many  cases  after  such  a  barrage 
the  enemy  is  able  to  be  present  in  large  concentrations  at  the  landing 
zone  when  the  assault  commences.  Ibis  is  due  to  the  fact  that  artillery 
and  tactical  air  must  be  lifted  prior  to  the  insertion  to  allow  the  heli¬ 
copters  to  approach  the  proposed  landing  zone.  This  period  allows  the 
enemy  to  mass  his  forces  on  the  periphery  of  the  preparation  and  to  move 
onto  the  landing  zone  when  the  ^reparation  is  lifted.  Ihe  preparation  has 
compromised  the  proposed  landing  zone  and  the  enemy  has  only  to  wait  for 
the  barrage  to  lift  to  move  into  position  on  the  landing  zone.  Patrol 
insertions  without  preparations  do  not  compromise  the  landing  zone  or  in¬ 
dicate  to  the  enemy  the  proposed  point  of  insertion. 

(0)  RECOMMENDATION.  To  avoid  compromise  of  large  airmobile  assault 
insertions  while  still  enabling  the  elements  to  insert  safely,  it  is  re¬ 
commended  that  long  range  patrols  be  inserted  at  least  three  to  four  days 
prior  to  the  planned  assaults  of  larger  units  to  monitor  enemy  coverage  of 
possible  landing  zones.  In  this  manner,  long  range  patrols  can  act  as 
pathfinders  and  keep  commanders  informed  of  the  enemy  situation  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  landing  zones  up  to  the  time  of  Insertion  without  giving 
away  the  intention  to  use  the  areas. 

(4)  fhamy  Lines  of  Communication  and  Resupply  Capabilities  in 

at  m  CK*  • 

(a)  OBSERVATION.  The  eneqr  faced  in  the  III  CTZ  is  dependent 
upon  heavy  weapons  end  upon  resupply  of  large  quantities  of  materiel 
requiring  extensive  vehicular  and  barge  convoys. 

(b)  EVALUATION.  With  the  increased  use  of  heavy  armament  by  enengr 
forces  In  the  past  months,  particularly  the  use  of  RPG  and  heavy  rockets, 
major  attention  has  be«  given  to  locating  caches  of  these  weapons  and 
interdicting  their  lines  of  supply.  The  Importance  of  waterways  in  re¬ 
supply  of  combat  forces  has  beocme  apparent.  Uaterweye  are  used  by  the 
enemy  more  and  more  for  the  movement  of  supplies  then  for  the  movement  of 
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personnel.*  After  the  TET.  Offensive  an  estimated  60  percent  of  the  in¬ 
filtration  groupa  Bent  into  III  CTZ  to  replace  losses  came  through  the 
’very  difficult  jungle  highlands  of  the  Phuoc  Long  Saddle  and  another  35 
percent  through  War  Zone  C,  but  only  five  percent  through  fca  Thu  area  in 
Hau  Nghia  Province  with  its  extensive  canal  network.  During  this  same 
period  the  major  portion  of  the  eneqy  logistical  resupply  was  known  to 
have  come  through  the  Ba  Thu  area.  Biemy  caches  of  weapons  and  equipment 
are  continually  found  along  waterways  and  are  frequently  sited  where  they 
can  only  be  approached^  by  boat.  The  large  number  of  known  VC  coasunicati one- 
liaison  stations  detected  along  waterways  throughout  III  CTZ  indicates  the 
great  importance  placed  on  water  routes  by  the  VC,  Heavy  reliance  is  placed 
upon  the  cover  provided  ty  trees  and  vegetation  growing  along  canals  and 
streams  for  concealment  during  daylight  hours,  with  most  movement  restricted 
to  the  hours  of  darkness. 

(c)  HECGMMEND.iT  ION  •  None. 

(5)  Traffic  Control. 

(a)  OBSERVATION.  On  30  June,  the  Ben  Luc  Bridge,  (XS617758)  was 
partially  destroyed  as  a  result  of  enemy  action.  With  no  available  alter¬ 
nate  routes  in  the  region,  traffic  quickly  backed  up  five  to  seven  miles 
on  both  approaches  to  the  bridges. 

(b)  EVALOION.  Headquart'.r.1:,  II  rTORCEV  dispatched  a  message  to 
O.-'CQN  units  restricting  traffic  to  conhat  essential  vehicles  and  established 
time  limitations  for  military  convoys .  Difficulty  quickly  developed  with 
control  of  the  tremendous  influx  of  civilian  trucks  and  busses.  Additional 
problems  were  recognized  in  applying  traffic  priorities  to  US/VN  convoys 
and  Vietnamese  cargo  trucks  carrying  perishable  produce.  A  need  was  seen 
for  centralized  management  of  the  traffic  control  operations  at  the  site.* 

The  Commander,  50th  ARVN  Regiment  assumed  overall  operational  control  for 
coordinating  traffic  and  security.  The  92d  Military  Police  Battalion  re¬ 
tained  primary  US  traffic  control  responsibility  with  support  of  9th  In¬ 
fantry  Division  Military  Police.  The  centralized  control  resulted  in  ixw* 
mediate  improvement  of  the  operation,  and  traffic  flow  was  expedited.  The 
necessity  for  the  immediate  establishment  of  a  combined  central  operation 

is  essential  to  fix  responsibilities  and  coordinate  joint  operations  of 
this  nature.  Responsible  traffic  priorities  must  be  quickly  determined 
and  applied  by  the  combined  efforts  of  US  military  Police,  Quan  Cash  and 
VW  National  Police.  As  a  follow-up,  careful  monitoring  of  an  on-site 
traffic  count  permits  evsluaticn  of  control  procedures  and  early  identifi¬ 
cation  of  problem  areas. 

(0)  RECOMMENDATION.  None. 
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(c)  jUXOifihNU/vl  ION.  None, 

(6)  AN/GRC-IO  Directional  :tntcnnaa. 


(a)  OBSiEVaTION,  AN/GRC-IO  Directional  Antennas  v<  .*e  used  to  ex¬ 
tend  the  effective  range  of  the  secur j  mode  ANA'RC-12  series  radios. 


(b)  ZVALlUl ION,  Ihe  9th  Infantry  Division  moved  its  headquarters 
to  Dong  Tam  during  the  month  of  July  1968.  This  move  presented  a  com¬ 
munications  problem  because  Dong  lam  is  located  approximately  60  miles 
from  Headquarters,  II  FFORCEV.  This  distance  is  beyond  he  maximum  ef¬ 
fective  range  of  the  standard  equipment  associated  with  tu.;  fvNArHC-12 
series  radio  and  line-of-sight  criteria  are  not  met,  Nonstcure  FM  rale 
communications  between  Headquarters,  II  TFORCEV  and  Headquarters,  9th 
Infantry  Division  was  possible  using  a  re+rancmis ;Lon  relay  but  I'M  secure 
voice  can  not  be  relayed  by  the  use  r. f  existing  equipment.  Two  aN/GRC-10 
radio  horizontally  polarized  directional  antennas  wt.re  turned  to  the  FK 
secure  voice  frequency  and  were  installed  at  Headquarters,  II  FFORCEV  and 
Dong  Tam,  Current  testing  has  proved  a  90  percent  communications  relia¬ 
bility  using  secure  voice  made  over  a  60-mile  non-line-ol-alght  circuit 
path.  Usable  FM  communications  can  be  achieved  between  two  distant  points 
if  properly  tuned  directional  antennas  are  used  at  both  stations. 


(c)  RECOMMENDATION.  None, 


c.  Training,  District  Intelligence  and  Operations  Coordinating 
Eentflr  (PIPCC)  Personnel. 


(1)  OBSERVATION,  There  is  a  need  for  training  of  Census  Grievance 
and  Revolutionary  Development  personnel  assigned  to  DIOCC. 

(2)  EVALUATION.  Vietnamese  Directive  700/;DIIIAH/2/1,  dated  1 
June  1967,  which  directed  the  formation  of  DIOCC  in  III  CTZ,  specified 
that  representatives  of  Census  Grievance  and  Revolutionary  Development 
teams  in  the  district  would  be  present  in  the  DIOCC.  Although  some  dif¬ 
ficulties  were  encountered  initially,  these  representatives  are  now  pre¬ 
sent  in  most  DIOCC  in  III  CTZ.  In  some  areas,  these  agencies,  particularly 
Census  Grievance,  are  providing  useful  information.  In  general,  however, 
the  considerable  potential  of  these  agencies  is  not  being  exploited  in  the 
attack  on  the  enemy  infrastructure.  This  lack  of  participation  is  due 
primarily  to  a  lack  of  understanding  on  the  part  of  the  DIOCC  representa¬ 
tives  of  their  dual  mi  s' ion  in  the  DIOCC 1  collection  and  collation  of  in¬ 
formation,  They  have  been  provided  little  or  no  training  in  their  specific 
functions  in  the  DIOCC,  and  they  are  often  removed  from  the  DIOCC  and  reas¬ 
signed  after  only  a  abort  period  there, 

(3)  RECOMMENDATION •  That  these  agencies,  Census  Grievance  and  Revo¬ 
lutionary  Development,  make  available  one  capable  individual  to  be  trained 
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(2)  Transportation  for  Distributing  Construction  Materials. 

(a)  OBSERVATION.  Provincial  Social  Welfare/Relief  Services  requires 
additional  on-call  transport  for  the  distribution  of  construction  materials* 

(b)  EVALUATION.  Should  large  scale  destruction  of  civilian  housing 
take  place  as  the  result  of  cqmbat  operations  or  natural  disaster,  the 
Provincial  Social  Welfare/Relief  Services  will  require  additional  trans¬ 
port  to  handle  the  distribution  of  construction  materials  to  families  re¬ 
building  their  houses.'  This  organization  incurred  considerable  difficulty 
in  distributing  relief  materials  following  the  recent  offensives  because 
of  a  lack  of  transportation. 

(o)  RECOMMEND. il ION.  That  attention  be  given  to  providing  an  on  oall 
augmentation  to  the  Provincial  Social  Welfare/Relief  Services  transportation 
capability  to  handle  distribution  of  these  supplies. 

(3)  Need  for  Improved  Camouflage  Jungle  Fatigues. 

(a)  OBSERVATION.  The  present  cotton  camouflaged  jungle  fatigues 
are  not  durable  enough  for  Long  Range  Patrol  operations. 

(b)  EVALUATION.  The  100  percent  cotton  camouflage  Jungle  fatigue 
uniform  used  by  Company  F,  (Long  Range  Patrol),  51st  Infantry  is  made 
of  material  too  thin  to  withstand  the  thick  vegetation  in  which  Ixmg 
Range  Patrols  operate.  Especially  when  wet,  these  uniforms  rip  easily, 
and  they  are  too  thin  to  afford  protection  against  mosquitos. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION.  That  a  Jungle  uniform  be  made  with  a  thickness 
comparable  to  that  of  the  Vietnamese  Jungle  uniform,  the  so-called  "Tiger" 
fatigue,  for  use  in  Long  Range  Patrol  operations. 

f.  Organization. 

(1)  Need  for  Issue  of  CAR-15  Rifle. 

(a)  OBSERVATION.  The  H-16A1  rifle  is  too  long  and  cumbersome  for 
Long  Range  Patrol  cperatlona  in  thick  jungle. 

(b)  EVALUATION.  On  many  occasions  when  rapid  fire  Is  required, 

the  length  of  the  M-16A1  causes  the  rifle  to  snag  on  vines  and  underbrush, 
interfering  with  effective  isnediate  firing.  Long  range  patrol  operations 
requires  e  compact,  rapid  firing,  accurate  weapon  which  oan  be  carried  at 
the  ready  position  through  the  thickest  vegetation,  without  becoming  en¬ 
tangled*  When  quick  reaction  is  required,  a  long  rifle  is  not  mansuvsrabls) 
s  msn  swinging  to  firs  will  often  find  his  H-16A1  caught  In  ths  vegetation* 
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by  the  PHQENl-rl/PHUNG  HOANG  training  team,  and  then  function  as  training 
officers,,  holding  training  sessions  in  each  province  for  the  district  re¬ 
presentatives  of  their  respective  agencies;  that  these  individuals  be  tem¬ 
porarily  attached  to,  and  operate  under  the  control  of,  the  Region  Intelli¬ 
gence  and  Operations  Coordinating  Center,  and  that  provisions  be  made  to 
prevent  rapid  turnover  of  DIOCC  representatives  through  an  improved  as¬ 
signment  policy  on  the  part  of  the  respective  agencies* 

d.  Intelligence.  Consolidating  PHOENIX  and  CORRAL  Reports. 

I,  ~~  " 

(1)  OBSERVATION.  Duplication  exists  in  infrastructure  reporting 
requirements  at  province  level, 

(2)  EVALUATION.  The  S-2  Advisor  at  province  level  is  required  to 
submit  the  bi-monthly  CORRAL  report,  which  includes  Viet  Cong  infrastruc¬ 
ture  killed,  captured  and  rallied,  while  a  similar  monthly  report  is  re¬ 
quired  of  the  Province  PHOENIX  Advisor.  This  duplication  of  effort  is 
extremely  time  consuming. 

(3)  RECOMMENDATION •  That  these  reports  be  consolidated  into  a 
single  report  submitted  through  PHOENIX  channels* 

e.  Logistics. 

(1)  Air  Movement. 

(a)  OBSERVATION.  The  3d  Brigade,  101st  Air  Cavalry  Division, 
prepared  and  conducted  an  air  movement  involving  nearly  200  sorties 
without  a  single  significant  delay  being  experienced  at  either  the  on¬ 
load  or  offload  location. 

(b)  EVALUATION.  The  efficiency  of  this  air  movement  from  Phuoc 
Vinh  to  Dak  To  was  the  result  of  detailed  and  thorough  prior  planning 
and  coordination.  Thp  unit  with  the  assistance  of  its  attached  Tactical 
Air  Liaison  Officer  planned  all  aircraft  loads  and  established  an  order 
of  movement  priority.  A  planning  conference  was  then  held  between  the 
unit  and  the  834th  Air  Division  with  additional  representation  from 
Headquarters,  II  FFORSEV,  Headquarters,  101st  Air  Cavalry  Division,  and 
the  2d  Aerial  Port  Group.  The  detailed  coordination  effected  during  this 
conference  subsequently  allowed  each  element  to  make  the  necessary  on-the- 
spot  operational  changes  without  disrupting  the  overall  movement  plan* 

(c)  RECOKKENDaTION.  It  is  recommended  that  detailed  load  planning 
be  required  of  all  units  participating  in  air  movements,  and  that  s  plan¬ 
ning  oonfersnee  be  conducted  between  the  moving  unit  and  the  834th  air 
Division  for  all  unit  morse  of  battalion  sise  or  larger. 
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A  long  range  patrol  seldom  engages  targets  beyond  25  meters  and  there¬ 
fore  does  not  require  the  range  of  the  M— 16  rifle.  The  key  to  long  range 
patrol  success  is  hip-fired,  accurate,  short-range,  immediate  firepower 
in  all  directions* 

(c)  RECOMMEND  »T  ION.  That  Company  ¥  (Long  Range  Patrol),  51st  In¬ 
fantry  be  issued  CAR-15  assault  rifles  as  the  TOE  weapon. 

(2)  Addition  of  a  VB  Refugee  Team  to  OTOE  41-500P,  2nd  Civil  Affairs 
Company* 

(a)  OBSERVATION.  There  has  been  a  substantial  increase  in  the 
number  of  refugees  in  the  III  CTZ  since  the  TET  and  May  VC/NVA  offensives* 

It  must  be  anticipated  that  future  combat  operations  could  result  in  the 
creation  of  increasing  numbers  of  refugees. 

(b)  EVALUATION.  The  handling  of  refugees  during  the  initial  stages 
of  processing  is  extremely  important,  not  only  to  prevent  interference 
with  combat  operations,  but  to  provide  the  refugees  with  concrete  evidence 
that  the  GVN  is  interested  in  their  welfare.  This  aids  in  convincing  the 
refugee  that  it  is  advantageous  to  support  the  GVN.  Although  there  are 
sufficient  GVN  programs  to  support  and  handle  refugee  problems,  there  is 
usually  a  time  lag  between  the  arrival  of  refugees  and  the  arrival  of 
funds,  food  and  material  to  support  them.  This  was  the  oase  the  first 
weeks  after  the  1ST  and  May  Offensive.  However,  through  the  resourcefulness 
and  lsaacdiate  reaction  of  US  units,  initial  problems  were  overcome  and  upon 
arrival  of  funds  through  GVN  channels  opei**t<onal  control  was  given  to  GVN* 
The  availability  of  a  skilled  and  trained  refugee  team  to  cope  with  such 
future  contingencies  is  highly  desirable  to  provide  a  ready  reaction  capa¬ 
bility  to  US  units  within  III  CTZ. 

(c)  RECOWENIwTION.  That  KTOE  41-500D,  2nd  Civil  Affairs  Company 
be  modified  to  provide  for  one  VB  Refugee  Team. 

(3)  Administrative  Warrant  Officer  in  the  Office  of  the  Staff  Judge 

Advocate. ,  *  *  ** 


(a)  OBSERVATION.  The  bulk  of  the  administrative  load  of  the  Head¬ 
quarters,  II  FFORCEV  Staff  Judge  Advocate  Section  can  and  should  be  carried 
by  the  Sergeant  Major  (19),  MOS  71D50. 

(b)  EVALUATION.  A  legal  administrative  warrant  officer,  who  happened 
to  be  an  attorney,  was  asslgnsd  to  the  Office  of  the  Staff  Judge  Advocate, 
Headquarters,  XX  FFGRCEV  at  a  time  of  trireme  shortage  of  legal  personal* 
As  a  result,  the  tarrant  officer  was  used  as  a  legal  assistance  offices  and 
spent  less  than  20  parent  of  his  time  supervising  office  administration* 
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This  has  proved  satisfactory,  has  provided  fuller  utilisation  of  the  tine 
and  talents  of  a  senior  non-commissioned  officer,  and  has  enablod  the  offiee 
to  continue  its  legal  assistance  program*  The  Staff  Judge  Advocate  instituted 
notion  to  have  the  MTOE  further  modified  to  delete. the  warrant  officer  specs, 
MOS  713A,  and  to  add  one  space  for  u  captain,  JAGC,  MOS  8103* 

(e)  RECOMMEND vTION.  That  this  change  be  approved  promptly  to  allow 
sufficient  lead  time  to  requisition  a  JAGC  officer  prior  to  the  rotation 
of  the  present  administrative  warrant  officer* 

(4)  Use  of  Non-JACC  Lawyers  by  DEPCORDS. 

(a)  OBSSIVATION*  The  assignment  of  two  non* JAGC  Lawyers  with  civil 
affairs  training  to  DEPCORDS,  III  CTZ,  has  provided  an  in-house  legal 
capability  immediately  responsive  to  his  requirements* 

(b)  EVALUATION*  In  the  past,  DEPCORDS  has  obtained  legal  assistance 
from  the  Staff  Judge  Advocate,  He  dquarters,  II  FFORCEV.  From  the  stand¬ 
point  of  Headquarters,  II  FFORCEV,  the  utilisation  by  DEPCORDS  of  non-JACC 
lawyers  has  proved  satisfactory  and  should  remain  so  as  long  as  those 
lawyers  continue  to  obtain  legal  policy  guidance  from  the  Staff  Judge  Ad¬ 
vocate,  Headquarters,  II  FFORCEV* 

(e)  RECOMMENDATION*  That  at  least  one  civil  affairs  trained  legal 
officer,  MOS  8101,  be  assigned  at  all  times  to  the  Stuff  of  DEPCORDS,  III 
CTZ,  and  that  his  activities  be  coordinated  with  the  overall  legal  policy 
guidance  of  the  Staff  Judge  Advocate,  II  FFORCEV* 

g*  Other* 

(1)  Address  Indicating  Groups* 

(a)  OBSERVATION*  Message  handling  within  the  communications  centers 
has  been  greatly  facilitated  by  the  implementation  of  many  new  Address  Indi¬ 
cating  Groups  (AIG)  for  reports  which  are  of  a  recurring  nature*  Message 
preparation  time,  and  raw  circuit  time  has  been  greatly  reduced  by  the  tub* 
stitution  of  a  single  AIG  for  several  pages  of  action  and/or  information 
addresses* 

(b)  EVALUATION*  With  the  teletype  message  communications  system  traf¬ 
fic  volume  near  the  saturation  point,  Address  Indicating  Groups  are  playing 
a  vital  role  la  reducing  message  preparation  time  and  in  saving  valuable 
transmission  time*  With  the  promulgation  of  AXQ  for  use  by  OPCON  units  of 
II  FfCRCEV,  the  savings  in  messags  preparation  and  handling  Umss  were  ef¬ 
fectively  passed  on  to  the  OPCON  unite  of  II  FFORCEV* 

(e)  lUGOMOBDATIOK*  The  program  to  provide  OPCON  units  of  XI  FFORCEV 
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with  Address  Indicating  Groups  must  be  carried  on  and  expanded.  Use  of 
aIG  by  message  originators  must  be  stressed  and  Message  Review  Boards  should 
back  this  program  to  the  fullest  extent. 

(2)  Intensified  Military  Civic  Action  through  Greater  Participation 

(a)  OBSERVATION.  Vietnamese  civilians  with  a  friendly  attitude  have 
been  of  considerable  assistance  in  furnishing  intelligence  on  enemy  faci¬ 
lities  and  activities  In  and  around  their  respective  hamlets* 

(b)  EVALUATION.  Military  civic  action  programs  have  had  a  noted 
influence  on  the  attitude  and  cooperation  of  the  Vietnamese  people  in 
their  relationship  with  the  GVN,  US  and  ARVN  military  personnel.  In 
areas  where  US  participation  in  civic  action  projects  was  emphasised, 
improvements  in  the  attitudes  and  cooperation  of  the  Vietnamese  people 
were  revealed  through  the  increased  enthusiast  of  the  people  to  initiate 
their  own  projects.  In  addition,  they  did  most  of  the  work  on  these 
projects  and  volunteered  information  on  VC  activity  in  their  areas.  This 
positive  trend  justifies  a  program  of  renewed  ophiasis  on  military  oivio 
action  programs  in  all  areas  of  III  CTZ  where  US  units  are  stationed. 

(c)  RECOMMEND  .TION.  That  milittry  commanders  coordinate  with  their 
respective  Province  Senior  advisors  and  give  increased  emphasis  to  mili¬ 
tary  civic  action  programs  within  their  TA0R/TA0I  as  a  primary  means  of 
obtaining  the  vital  civilian  support  necessary  for,  the  successful  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  GVN/US  objectives  in  Vietnam. 

(3)  Outer  Belt  Hamlet  (OBH). 

(а)  OBSERVATION.  At  the  present  tine  American  sanction  has  still 
not  been  given  at  the  Saigon  level  for  the  Outer  Belt  Hamlet  Plan  for 
which  directives  have  been  published  by  the  Vietnamese  since  April  1968. 

(б)  EVALUATION.  Difficulties  in  planning  and  supervising  all  Revo¬ 
lutionary  Development  programs  are  encountered  at  subordinate  levels  as  a 
result  of  this  late  reaction  to  Vietnamese  planning. 

(o)  RECOMMENDATION.  That  appropriate  steps  be  taken  to  expedite 
US/GVN  agreement  at  the  national  level  as  to  whether  the  program  is  to 
be  fully  implemented  or  discontinued  and  that  appropriate  instructions 
be  issued* 

(4)  Security  for  Chleu  Hoi  Hamlets* 

(s)  OBSERVATION.  Additional  security  is  required  for  the  Chleu 
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Hoi  centers  and  hamlets  to  assist  in  defense  against  en$my  attacks* 

(b)  EVALUATION.  The  enemy  has  stated  in  its  propaganda  that  it 
intends  co  raid  and  kill  occupants  of  Chieu  Hoi  centers  and  hamlets*  The 
Combined  Campaign  Plan  calls  for  additional  protection  to  these  installations, 
but  adequate  measures  have  not  been  taken* 

(c)  RI£OKMJiNDATION.  That  additional  protection  be  provided  for  Chieu 
Ho  hamlets  and  centers* 

(5)  Joint  Resource  Control  Operations  at  Checkpoints* 

(a)  OBSERVATION.  US/FVMaF  forces  should  not  operate  resource  control 
checkpoints  without  the  presence  of  a  Vietnamese  National  Policeman  (NP)  to 
assist  them* 

(b)  EVALUATION*  Every  effort  should  be  made  by  military  personnel 
stimulate  the  N P  to  search  and  deal  with  the  Vietnamese  people  stopped 

at  checkpoints*  Experience  has  shown  that  when  the  US/F'MAF  aggressively 
take  the  lead  in  checkpoint  operations  the  NP  will  and  let  the  military 
do  the  work.  This  creates  an  undesirable  situation  and  does  not  help  to 
improve  the  US/FWAF  image  in  Vietnam*  The  NP  must  assume  the  initiative* 
US/FVMAF  working  with  the  police  must  attempt  to  Instill  in  them  the  con¬ 
fidence  necessary  to  take  the  lead  in  accomplishing  the  stated  mission* 

(0)  RECOMMENDATION*  That  National  Police  be  present  during  Joint 
Resource  Control  operations  at  checkpoints  and  that  they  deal  with  Viet¬ 
namese  nationals* 

(6)  AN/1SQ  35  Audio  Visual  Unit. 

(a)  OBSERVATION*  When  mounted  in  a  standard  three-quarter  ton  truck, 
the  iNAKu  85  can  be  utilised  to  its  maximum  capacity.  The  AN/KSQ  65  Audio 
Visual  unit  can  provide  tape  reproduction,  a  I6sn  motlon/aound  picture  pro¬ 
jector,  a  35mm  slide  and  film  atrip  projector,  and  a  trane-ooeonie  radio 
reception  and  loudspeaker  system  for  face-to-face  communication  tilth  any 
given  target  audience. 

(b)  EVALUATION*  The  XB/H&Q  85  Audio  Visual  Ubit  has  beso  in  operation 
with  II  FFCRCEV  psychological  warfare  units  for  approximately  one  week* 

Even  during  this  short  period,  the  unit  proved  to  have  many  distinct  advan¬ 
tages  over  the  Civil  Affairs  Audio  Visual  Aid  mobile  unit,  such  as  improved 
eross-oountry  mobility,  better  utilisation  of  standard  equipment  and  a  more 
effective  operation*  Uhen  removed  from  its  vehicle,  the  AtyftSJ  85  ie  air 
transportable  and  may  be  operated  from  a  static  position.  Uhen  mounted  In 
the  three-quarter  ton  truck  this  unit  oaa  be  more  easily  aorviced* 

(0)  RJKOK  IDEATION.  Nonas 
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(7)  The  Use  of  Fibro-Ceaent  in  Construction. 

(a)  OBSERVATION.  Experience  has  shown  that  aluminum  roofing  is  un¬ 
suitable  for  the  construction  of  maintenance  shops  and  similar  facilities. 

(b)  EVALUATION.  The  type  of  aluminum  roofing  now  being  used  for  the 
construction  of  province  maintenance  shops,  because  of  its  lack  of  strength, 
has  proved  unsuitable.  Project  managers  in  both  Phuoc  Tuy  and  Binh  Tuy 
Provinces  requested  replacement  of  the  light-weight  aluminum  material  by 

a  heavier  gauge  aluminum  even  before  the  construction  projects  were  com¬ 
pleted.  It  has  been  determined  that  even  this  heavier  gauge  product  will 
require  replacement  with  a  few  years.  Another  product,  fibro-cement,  which 
has  superior  qualities,  is  manufactured  locally  and  is  readily  available. 

It  is  more  expensive  than  aluminum  roofing,  but  should  last  much  longer. 

Ite  use  also  would  assist  local  industry. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION.  That  consideration  be  given  to  the  use  of  fibro- 
cement  in  thp  construction  of  maintenance  shops  and  other  similar  facilities* 

(8)  Reconstruction  Assistance  for  Victims  of  the  May  Offensive. 

(a)  OBSERVATION.  The  GVN  has  declined  to  extend  ellgibilty  for 
reconstruction  assistance  to  victims  of  the  Kay  offensive  who  live  out¬ 
side  the  Saigon/Gia  Dlnh  area. 

(b)  EVALUATION.  This  action  is  detrimental  to  the  psychological 
operations  effort  outside  the  Saigon/Gia  Dinh  area.  By  extending  this 
assistance  the  GVN  would  demonstrate  its  concern  for  these  people  and  as 
a  result  gain  considerable  public  favor. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION.  That  the  GVN  be  urged  to  provide  reconstruction 
assistance  to  victims  of  the  May  offensive  who  live  outside  the  area  now 
being  assisted. 

(9)  Planning  and  Coordination  in  Resettlement  Operations. 

(a)  OBSERVATION.  Ample  planning  and  detailed  coordination  among 
taetloai  elements,  province  advisory  teams,  DEFCGRDS,  III  CT2,  and  loool 
Corps  and  GW  authorities,  has  resulted  in  an  outstanding  operation  which 
will  permit  the  rapid  reeettlwent  of  the  relocated  population  with  a 
mini  urn  of  hardship. 

(b)  EVALUATION.  Tha  success  of  this  corps-leval  program  is  in  marked 
contrast  to  a  similar  effort  carried  out  in  Binh  Long  Province  in  April*  In 
this  operation,  a  lack  of  advaaoe  coordination  resulted  in  the  granting  of 
little  GW  assistance  to  aome  500  of  the  femllies  Involved*  Resettlement 
condition#  four  months  after  the  movement  ere  still  poor  despite  the  feet 
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that  the  movement  itself  was  well  executed  by  the  US  millt  jry  elements 
involved* 

(e)  RECOMMENDATION.  That  eleeients  involved  in  such  operations 
eonduot  detailed  planning  and  coordination  before  beginning  such  operations* 

(10)  Bcceaelva  Bureaucratic  Controls. 

(a)  OBSERVATION.  Many  pro bl mss  encountered  in  economic  development, 
particularly  in  industrial  development,  can  be  traced  directly  to  exoeeelve 
bureaucratic  controls  and  the  extensive  involvement  of  the  Vietnamese  Govern¬ 
ment  in  activities  which  are  properly  a  function  of  private  enterprise. 

(b)  EVALUATION.  Example  of  this  problem  can  be  foupd  in  the  operation 
by  the  Government  of  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  nation's  industrial 
plant,  and  in  the  distribution  of  fertilisers  and  insecticides  in  connection 
with  the  Ift-8  program.  Much  of  the  burden  of  economic  development  must,  of 
necessity,  be  borne  by  the  private  sector  if  this  development  is  to  take 
place  efficiently.  There  is  a  great  need  to  create  a  climate  conducive  to 
private  capital  investment  and  for  measures  to  encourage  an  increased  in¬ 
volvement  of  the  private  sector  in  the  country's  economic  growth. 

(o)  RECGMMEJDATION •  That  measures  be  taken  to  increase  the  role  of 
private  enterprise  in  this  field. 

(11)  Rgorrmliatlon  of  R»rion«l  Adnlnl»tr«Uon, 

(a)  OBSERVATION.  I he  effective  dissolution  in  May  of  ths  offices 
of  Government  Delegate  and  Deputy  Govoraaent  Delegate  indicate  a  need 
for  oleae  relationship!  between  top-level  US  advisory  officials  and  their 
counterparts  with  the  GVN.  A  need  also  exists  for  clarification  ef  the 
oommand  and  control  structure  which  resulted  from  this  reorganisation. 

(b)  EVALUATION.  The  reorganisation  of  the  leadership  structure, 
under  which  the  Commanding  General,  III  Corps  served  as  Government  Dele¬ 
gate,  represented  a  major  shift  from  control  at  the  regional  level  to 
direct  oontrol  from  the  level  of  central  Government.  Tha  US  advisory 
effort  at  central  Government  level  did  not  forestall  ths  making  of  this 
move,  which  now  appears  to  have  been  unwise  and  ill-timed.  It  is  not 
taowi  whether  US  advisors  were  consul  tod  prior  to  the  reorganisation.  If 
they  were.  It  is  not  known  whether  they  recopilsed  the  probable  oonsequsncea, 
which  have  resulted  in  e  weakening  of  cM—nrl  and  admin aitrative  effectiveness 

la  all  provinces*  Following  as  it  did  in  tha  wake  of  the  1Z7  Offensive,  this  J 
move  to  change  basic  oommsnd  and  coordination  relationships  came  at  a  time 
whan  the  greatest  degree  of  stability  and  clearly  dafined  leadership  was  re¬ 
quired.  It  la  highly  desirable  that  tha  US  nisei  on  be  in  close  contact  with 
those  GW  officials  who  are  in  positions  to  initiate  basic  ehahgta  in  Govern- 
nantal  structure  and  relationships.  US  officials  charged  with  this  responsibility 
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yhfttilri  be  alert  to  the  implications  and  probable  result  of  such  mores* 

They  should  have  extensive  knowledge  concerning  the  operations  of  complex 
civil  and  military  establishments  and  of  the  principles  of  sound  adminis¬ 
trative  organization*  Through  the  establishment  of  close  and  effective 
working  relationships  with  key  GVN  officials,  it  should  be  possible  to 
modify  or  redirect  moves  which  might  otherwise  prove  damaging  to  the  common 
effort* 

(0)  RECOMMENDATIONS*  In  view  of  the  foregoing,  it  is  rccoonended 
that  increased  attention  be  given  to  the  development  of  close  advisory 
relationships  with  GVN  officials  in  critical  decision-making  positions* 

It  is  further  r< contended  that  immediate  attention  be  given  to  clarifying 
the  statue  of  the  entire  regional  administrative  organisation;  determining 
who,  if  anyone,  will  carry  out  the  command  and  coordination  functions 
previously  exerdssd  by  the  Government  Delegate,  and  clarifying  the  re¬ 
lationship  of  the  Province  Chief  to  the  central  Government  and  to  the  region, 
including  designation  of  a  single  point  of  command  for  the  Province  Chief* 

(12)  Increased  Incorporation  of  Vietnamese  Women  into  the  National 

(a)  OBSERVATION*  There  is  a  need  to  incorporate  women  in  the  Viet¬ 
namese  labor  force  to  compensate  for  the  shortage  of  available  manpower* 

(b)  EVALUATION.  The  increased  number  of  men  being  drafted  into 
Vietnamese  military  forces  has  resulted  in  an  acute  labor  shortage.  In 
several  CORDS  programs  effort*  are  being  mado  «.©  recruit  women  to  fill 
jobs  formerly  held  by  men*  Such  en  effort  is  both  acceptable  to  Vietnamese 
sooiety  end  potentially  extremely  successful*  This  is  illustrated  by  the 
success  of  the  Vietnamese  training  program  currently  conducted  by  Headquarters, 
USARV*  Women  represent  70  -  60  percent  of  trainees  in  such  subjects  as 
driving  end  motor  mechanics,  and  art  well  represented  in  desses  dealing 

with  typewriter  and  electronics  repair* 

(0)  RECCHiS.'DAl  ION*  That  a  syatasitic  effort  be  undertaken  to 
assist  South  Vistnsa  in  making  use  of  it  s  femals  labor  fores* 

(13)  Tht  Rolt  of  ths  District  Senior  Advisor  in  ths  PHOENIX  Program* 

(a)  OBSERVATION.  The  District  Senior  Advisor  should  play  an  actlv# 
role  in  ths  PHOENIX  Program* 

(b)  EVALUATION*.  Ths  PHOENIX  Program  at  its  inception  provided  for 
the  District  Senior  Advisor  to  be  the  individual  at  laast  normally  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  PHOENIX  Program  In  the  district,  with  a  DIOOC  Adviser 

to  assist  him*  As  the  program  developed,  however,  channels  of  communication 
wore  established  directly  with  the  DIOOC  Adviser,  requlrsMnt*  were  levied

1.  (D)  This  headquarters  has  reviewed  the  Operational  Rq^ort-Lessons 
Learned  for  the  quarterly  period  ending  31  July  I960,  from  Headquarters, 
II  Field  Force  Vietnam* 

2.  (C)  Comments  follow: 

a.  Reference  item  concerning  DIOCC  personnel,  page  66,  paragraph  2c: 
Concur*  The  DIU1C  is  the  most  important  manifestation  of  the  PHOLMIX 
program  and  c^n  function  effectively  only  with  representatives  available 
from  all  collection  nr  ns  within  the  district.  A  rapid  turnover  and  lack 
of  understanding  of  the  uJGCC  unnecessarily  inhibit  its* functions .  Since 
the  Census  Gri cvrr.ce  and  Revolution ary  Development  agencies  are  cadred  or 
advised  by  MACCOuFS,  and  are  not  within  this  headquarter* s  area  of 
influence.  This  headquarters  will  forward  the  CULL  to  HACV. 


b.  Reference  item  concerning  consolidating  PHCtiNTX  and  CCRRALL  Reports, 
page  67,  paragraph  2d:  Concur.  Although  the  reports  are  currently 
submitted  throu^..  different  channels,  arrangements  can  be  m-'de  to  provide 
the  information  on  a  need  to  know  basis  from  the  FHC&NIX  report.  The 
CORRAL  reports  are  submitted  through  MAOV  J2  channels  and  the  PHOiiNIX 
reports  through  i'ACGCmIDS  channels.  Combining  the  reports  would  eliminate 
duplication  of  effort  at  the  province  level.  This  headquarters  will  forward 
the  CALL  to  KACV. 


c.  Reference  item  concerning  transportation  for  distributing  con¬ 
struction  materials,  page  63,  paragraph  2e(2):  Nonconcur.  Procedures 
have  been  established  by  COitDS  and  MACV  J4  to  move  CC  DS  sponsored  cargo 
on  an  emergency  basis.  In  III  GT2,  TKA  can  be  contacted  for  modes  other 
than  truck  transportation,  and  the  DOT,  Saigon  Support  Command,  through 
C ORDS^iSD  /LOG ,  can  be  contacted  for  truck  transportation.  Kr.  Fred 
Marshall,  Senior  Logistics  Advisor,  Region  III  has  been  informed  of  the 
proper  procedures. 
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d.  Reference  item  concerning  need  for  improved  camouflage  jungle 
fatigues,  page  68,  paragraph  2e(2):  Concur.  Recommend  that  the  using 
unit  submit  an  Equipment  Improvement  Recommendation  (EIR)  in  accordance 
with  paragraph  3-7.4  of  TM  38-750  stating  fully  the  deficiencies  noted. 

e.  Reference  item  concerning  need  for  issue  of  CAR-15  rifle,  page 
68,  paragraph  2f(l).  The  small  arms  CDOI  published  by  the  USA  Combat 
Developments  Command,  dated  12  February  1968,  provides  a  basis  for 
authorizing  the  CAR-15  submachine  gun  to  those  individuals  whose  normal 
proximity  to  the  enemy  imposes  a  requirement  for  immediate  access  to  their 
weapons  *rd  whose  execution  of  their  primary  duty  would  be  impeded  by  the 
additional  length  or  weight  of  the  rifle .  Accordingly,  C Mi-15  CI-5S  may  be 
issued  to  the  Long  Range  Fatrol  Company  in  lieu  of  the  K16A1  rifle.  KTOE 
action  should  be  taken  by  Company  F  (Long  Range  Fatrol),  5l3t  Infantry 
IAW  USARV  Circular  310-44,  dated  31  May  1968. 

f.  Reference  item  concerning  addition  of  a  VB  Refugee  Team  to  KTOE 
41-500D,  2d  Civil  Affairs  Company',  page  69,  reference  2f(2).  On  22  March 
1968,  changes  to  I1TOE  /1I-5OOD,  under  which  the  2d  Civil  Affairs  Company 

is  organized,  were  submitted  to  DA,  These  changer  realign  the  company 
into  generalist  teams  as  opposed  to  the  current  functional  teams.  The 
generalist  teams  will  he  area  oriented  and  will  provide  tactical 
commanders  optimum  planning  .and  operational  assistance  in  refugee  care 
end  control.  Therefore,  the  proposed  KTOE  will  satisfy  the  stated 
requirement.  Coordination  with  CORDS  indicated  that  further  comments 
will  be  provided  by  that  office. 

g.  Reference  item  concerning  administrative  warrant  officer  in  the 
office  of  the  5JA,  page  69,  paragraph  2f(3).  At  this  time,  no  KTOE  has 
been  received  deleting  the  warrant  officer  space  KOS  7134  and  adding  one 
space  for  a  captain,  JAGC,  K OS  8103,  Upon  receipt  of  mentioned  KTCE,  the 
indicated  requirement  will  be  evaluated j  if  considered  valid  and  submitted 
IAW  USARV  Circular  310-44,  dated  31  May  1968,  the  requirement  will  be 
processed  for  approval  by  higher  headquarters. 

h.  Reference  item  concerning  VB  Refugee  Team,  page  69,  paragraph  f(2): 
Nonconcur.  The  2d  Civil  Affairs  Company  has  reorganized  into  19  generalists 
teams  of  7  n»n  each  pending  the  DA  approval  of  a  new  MTOE.  This  reorgan¬ 
ization  was  the  result  of  a  study  approved  by  COKUSMACV.  Since  all 
generalist  teams  are  mobile  and  have  the  capability  of  refugee  control, 
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judicious  redeployment  of  any  team  within  the  CTZ  or  from  outside  the 
CTZ  can  now  be  made  to  handle  the  initial  stages  of  refugee  control, 

i.  Reference  item  concerning  intensified  military  civic  action, 
paragraph  g(2):  Concur,  USARV  Regulation  No  515-1*  20  May  1968, 
requires  all  units  to  pursue  a  vigorous  military  civic  action  program  and 
to  coordinate  it  through  the  province  senior  advisor, 

j.  Reference  reconstruction  assistance  for  victims  of  the  May 
Offensive,  paragraph  2g(8),  page  73s  Concur.  This  headquarters  will 
recommend  to  MACV  that  MACCORDS  Refugee  Division  continue  to  seek  GVN 
assistance  for  these  victims  at  the  highest  levels  of  government. 

k.  Reference  item  concerning  the  increased  incorporation  of 
Vietnamese  women  into  the  national  labor  force,  paragraph  2g(l 2),  page 
75:  Nonconcur.  The  main  problem  concerns  the  entire  labor  force  in 
South  Vietnam  to  include  veterans.  Hoi  Uhanhs,  and  the  elderly,  as  well 
as  women.  USAID  is  already  attempting  to  assist  the  GVN  in  establishing 
better  manpower  utilization  policies.  The  exclusive  emphasis  on  female 
labor  could  be  harmful  to  the  overall  program.

1.  (U)  This  headquarters  has  evaluated  subject 
report  and  forwarding  indorsement  and  concurs  in  the 
report  as  indorsed  except  as  noted  in  paragraph  2 
below. 

2.  (C)  Reference  (page  19)  paragraph  lc(5):  The 
PW  figure  reported,  325,  is  at  variance  with  the 
figure  reported  in  the  Twenty-fifth  MACV  Monthly 
PW  Report  which  covers  the  same  period.  The  MACV 
report  for  July  shows  only  283  PWfs  country  wide. 

MACV's  report  is  the  ajcepted  source  of  PW  statistics. 
Many  of  the  personnel  reported  as  PW*s  probably  are 
not  PW's  in  fact,  but  are  detained  personnel  awaiting 
classification.  This  headquarters  will  recommend  to 
CG  USARV  that  VN/NVA  battle  loss  statistics  in  the 
future  differentiate  between  confirmed  PW  and 
unclassified  detainees. 

3.  (U)  Reference  1st  Indorsement,  paragraph  2b: 

The  handling  of  refugees  during  the  initial  stages  of 
processing  is  an  important  function;  however,  it  is  a 
function  of  the  GVN.  The  2d  CA  Co  could  better 
assist  the  GVN  in  preparing  CA  plans  for  the  control, 
housing,  and  other  logistical  support  required.  An 
example  of  how  planning  could  be  done  is  the  designation 
of  certain  buildings  such  as  schools,  abandoned 
plantations,  a*id  military  barracks  for  the  emergency 
housing  of  refugees.  Additionally,  food  supplies  and 
other  health  and  comfort  items  could  be  stored  in  a 
central  location  within  each  province  to  provide  some 
degree  of  emergency  assistance  to  refugees  when  they 
are  generated.  It  is  felt  that  through  judicious 
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planning,  the  GVN  should  be  capable  of  handling  the 
refugee  problem  better  than  one  refugee  team  consisting 
of  two  officers  and  four  EM.
